PROJECTS BEGUN 



New Cable And Switchboards 
Installed To Take Care Of 
Increased Load. 



Evidence of the marked growth 
of Virginia Beach during the pres- 
ent and past several seasons is 
presented in a statement released 
this week by N. H. DuVal, local 
manager of the Chesapeake and 
Potomac Telephone Company, in 
which are listed construction pro- 
jects now under development or 
which are contemplated during 
the near future. 

At the same time, it was an- 
nounced that the Virginia Beach 
Telephone Directory would be dis- 
tributed locally today. More than 
one hundred additional telephone 
subscribers have been added since 
the publication of last year's di- 
rectory. 

Report Of Activity 

The report of construction work 
is as follows: 

"There is underway at Virginia 
Beach work involving the provis- 
ion of about five miles of tele- 
phone cable, costing about $33,000. 
This cable varies in size from 26 
pairs to 1414 pairs. The cable is 
being placed to provide additional 
facilities to take care of the 
growth in telephones which is be- 
ing experienced and is expected 
in the future in the north and 
south sections of the town. 

"Work has recently been com- 
pleted in connection with the in- 
stallation of two new positions of 
switchboard, costing $8,700. which 
provide 348 additional lines. 

Growth Of Town Citad > 

"The fast growth of Virginia 
Beach has necessitated the provi- 
sion of these additional facilities. 
During this season, four new pii- 
vate branch exchanges have been 
installed on the Beach, which will 
.^crve a portion of the additional 
300 hotel stations which have beer. 
placed in service. 

"The Virginia Beach exchange 
was established in 1914 with 72 
teleehones. It has grown steadily.

Bus service from the Norfolk 
City limits to the intersection of 
Bay Shore Drive and Tenth 
Street in East Ocean View will 
be inaugurated within the near 
future, according to an agreement 
made this week between the Board 
of Supervisors of Princess Anne 
County and the Virginia Electric 
and Power Company, operators of 
the Cottage Line buses. Such serv- 
ice would be offered the East 
Ocean View residents, R. J. 
Throckmorton, vice-president of 
the company, asserted in a letter 
read to the Supervisors at Mon- 
day's meeting, if the county would 
maintain a suitable and safe turn- 
ing place for the buses without 
their having to back into the 
boulevard and so obstruct traffic 
and provide a possible accident 
hazard. 

Plea Made For Service . 

Mr. Throckmorton made his 
proposal on behalf of the VEPCO 
as a consequence of a request 
made for such service by the 
board last month. The action was 
taken following a plea presented 
by a delegation of residents frcm 
East Ocean View, who pointed out 
that under the existing arrange- 
ment it was necessary to walk to 
First Street before transportation 
into the central city could be had. 

When the request for VEPCO 
service was made, it was pointed 
out that a franchise was held by 
the Norfolk-Southern Bus Com- 
pany to provide transportation fa- 
cilities for the bayside commun- 
ity, but, it was asserted, no such 
service was now available. Exten- 
sion of the Cottage Line run to 
Tenth Street appeared the—most 
satisfactory solution for the trans- 
portation problem, and the letteV 
to the operating company resulted.

Increase In Production Said 
Reason For Purchasing 
Proposition Of FSCC. 



In response to high prices re- 
ceived for their 1936 crop, com- 
mercial potato growers in the 19 
early states planted 341,000 acres 
this season, according to word re- 
ceived this week from the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. This 
constitutes an increase of 25 per 
cent over the acreage planted last 
year and a seven per cent increase 
over the five-year (1928-32) aver- 
age planted acreage. 

According to government re- 
ports, acreage in North Carolina 
increased 43.000 in 1937, a gain 
of 34 per cent over the five-year 
average and 38 per cent over the 
1936 acreage. Production is estim- 
ated to be 42 per cent above the 
five-year average and 108 per cent 
higher than last year. 

Local Increase 

The acreage for the Norfolk 
District, which includes Princess 
Anne county, is estimated at 11,- 
100 this year, or an increase of

Regulations governing the crea- 
tion and operation of a trailer 
camp within the corporate limits 
of Virginia Beach were approved 
by the Town Council at the June 
meeting held, in the Municipal 
Building on Monday night.

With fair and warm weather 
predicted for the approaching hol- 
iday weekend, it may be assumed 
that Virginia Beach will enter- 
tain a greater crowd of visitors 
from Friday through Monday than 
ever has assembled in this com- 
munity. Last year's estimate of 
from 125,000 to 150,000 visitors 
over the same holiday probably 
will be exceeded by many thou- 
sands, if present indications are 
to be borne out in results. 

The confusion and excitement 
that will prevail may be both a 
blessing and an evil to Virginia 
Beach. Maximum rates will be 
charged and received, adding ma- 
terially to the profits of local op- 
erators, but we dislike to think of 
the reactions of those many vis- 
itors who will drop in here with- 
out reservations and who, be- 
cause of the general sell-out of 
facilities, will be forced to go else- 
where. That they are at f aUlt in 
not securing advance reservations 
will not soften their disappoint- 
ment or take away from their 
"disgust" with local conditions: 

However, that is the only un- 
fortunate aspect of the whole 
weekend, for it looms now as a 
time of genuine gaiety, of lazy, 
care-free days spent in the surf 
or on the golf courses, with nights 
filled with the throbbing rhythms 
of prominent dance bands in a 
half-dozen or more temples of 
entertainment.

taction— or the lack of it— de- 
pends in its entirety upon the 
whim of the hotel operator and 
Us attitude towards the need for 
ft life guard corps. To accept such 
• theory is to accept the basic 
thought that the official Town 
has no responsibility toward those 
people that make continuance of 
the town possible by providing the 
patronage so necessary to the ac- 
cumulation of profit. In that 
broad picture, the ocean front ho- 
tels play a big part, but not an 
overwhelmingly dominant one. 

If it is assumed that the prob- 
lem is one to be solved by the 
hotels, then it must follow that 
the hotels have the right to deny 
life guard protection to the guests 
on the beach. We insist that such 
protection Is a definite duty of 
the Town, not to be shunted on 
any group or denied approval be- 
cause of a reported lack of funds 
to finance such a program. 

Although we lack certain proof 
of this contention, it is our belief 
that Virginia Beach Is the only 
major resort on the east coast 
which does not now have an ef- 
ficient life guard corps sponsored 
by the community or the state 
which operates the resort. Local 
hotels have, in past years, assum- 
ed a certain responsibility for the 
protection of swimmers and, as 
the records indicates, that pro- 
tection has been a vital factor in 
enchancing the reputation of the 
Beach as a safe place for an ideal 
summer vacation. Now, it is con- 
tended, the Beach has outgrown 
this makeshift scheme and must 
have an efficient patrol organiza- 
tion if the threat of major disas- 
ter is to be eliminated. 

Since the Council does not be- 
lieve the budget can be so ad- 
justed as to permit the expense 
incident to the development of a 
town-controlled life guard corps, 
It appears practical to accept the 
plan of the boys and license the 
vendors of beach umbrellas and 
other like equipment, returning 
this license money to recognized 
life guards in lieu of a stated sal- 
ftiy. One or more hotel operators 
might be deprived of a small fi- 
nancial return as a consequence 
of such action— it is assumed that 
the licensees would be accredited 
guards to every instance— but the 
protection afforded their guests, 
without cost to the individual op 
orator, should more than repay 
them for any loss so incurred. 

We would prefer to eliminate 
the umbrella angle and have the 
guards really guard the swimmers, 
but that appears impractical at 
this time and the alternative is 
the most likely solution. After all, 
ft is not to be anticipated that

THE 8EWAGE DISPOSAL 
PLANT 



Once again, when all hope for 
such appeared dissipated, the 
Federal government has come 
through with the promise of as- 
sistance in the construction of the 
badly-needed sewage disposal 
plant for Virginia Beach. Immed- 
iately upon the signing of the re- 
lief public works bill by the Pres- 
ident, anticipated within the next 
several days, $75,600 will be made 
available to the town in the form 
of a direct grant, to which the 
Town wiU add $92,000, which ex- 
penditure was approved by the 
voters in the special election held 
last fall. ' 

The action of the Public Works 
Administration in placing the dis- 
posal plant project first on the 
priority list of projects approved 
for the Second Congressional Dis- 
trict of Virginia— only Presidential 
approval is needed to complete the 
transaction— brings to a climax 
the long struggle for such Federal 
assistance. Such approval should 
have been received two years ago, 
for the merit of the project far 
outweighs that of the majority of 
building projects submitted to the 
government for consideration. A 
lack of action may be credited 
with such delay— certainly there is 
no proof that our duly elected re- 
presentatives did anything to 
hurry along the project— and 
again we extend our thanks to 
Congressman Hamilton for the 
vigorous efforts he has expended 
in making this plan approach re- 
ality. A major share of the credit 
for Federal approval must be given 
to him. 

When the sewage plant has been 
completed and placed in opera- 
tion, this community will be free 
of the greatest potential menace 
to its continued growth and de- 
velopment. We have been accused 
on occasion of emphasizing be-

At The Water's Edge

ON ANONYMOUS LETTERS 



Looking back over two years of labor at the Water's Edge and 
considering the expressed public reaction to that effort we come to 
the conclusion that the most interesting letters which we have re- 
ceived came from anonymous writers and were, therefore, unsuited 
for publication. Too bad that such was the rule, for they would have 
made instructive reading, even though clothed frequently in abuse 
and vituperation. 

Since most readers are aware that unsigned letters cannot proper- 
ly be printed in a reputable journal, we often have been moved to 
wonder at the cause for their submission to this office. Many of them 
have asserted at the very outset that there was no hope of changing 
oiir position on this or that matter of public interest, but, they in- 
variably continue, they contain factual data that should be placed 
before the reading public. Often, we will agree, either one or both 
of these premises has been correct, and it has been with genuine re- 
gret that we were forced to relegate the epistles, not to the linotype 
operator for inclusion in these columns, but instead, into our personal 
scrapbook where they are seen by none but a privileged few. 

We regret such futile effort. Believing ourselves to be possessed 
of at feast a normal intelligence, we welcome this type of argument 
and debate, but we cannot bring ourselves to answer these anonymous 
charges without printing the original script, which would be a viola- 
tion of policy. Since it isn't necessary that the actual name of the 
writer be published—it must be signed to the letter and a pen-name 
may then be substituted— we see no harm done by following the 
usual custom, for we are quite content to limit our argument to 
this page and forsake all possibility of ineffective brawling outside 
of these columns. 

We always have maintained that the editorial page of a news- 
paper, whatever its size, circulation or influence, is an ideal sound- 
ing board against which the members of the community may project 
their thoughts and theories on any one of an innumerable series 
of issues. It matters not it all to us whether those written discus- 
sions are complimentary or otherwise to our position or, indeed, 
whether they contain the seed of good or bad sense and logic. If 
a genuine thought provokes their presentation, they are worthy of 
a hearing, and we stand ready at all times to offer the desired space 
to all comers. But, and this is a hard and fast rule, we must have 
for our files the names of all who take advantage of this offer. 



Frankly speaking, there is something contemptible about the 
individual who uses the cloak of anonymity to attack the position 
of a newspaper. In the old days — for which many a person now sighs! — 
it was the practice to slip up behind an offending newspaper editor 
and. either teach him a lesson through the medium of a sandbag 
or blackjack, or, what was more effective, open a passage for day- 
light through his physical being. While we don't crave a return to 
those good old days, we hold the anonymous communication to be no 
whit less cowardly, and it certainly is not effective in closing an 
offending discussion or changing an objectionable editorial policy. 

We have been threatened with court suits, we have been called 
liars and blackguards and, once or twice, we have been threatened 
with violence. Had we not diagnosed the writers of the latter type 
of letter as essentially cowardly, we would have exercised a constitu- 
tional privilege and turned these missives over to the postal authorities 
for investigation and subsequent judgment, but such a course has 
not appealed to us because of our low opinion of such tactics. In the 
main, it has been fun to read the abuse, for we have been permitted 
to see ourselves as others undoubtedly see us. 

Another type of criticism leveled at us anonymously has been our 
alleged failure to perform the prerogatives of a "good" newspaper 
and a "fighting" editor. We do not question a certain valid criticism 
here, but, once again, we cannot take the rebuke too seriously when 
our critic refuses to sign his own criticism. 

Of course, as we read these letters we learn that we have failed 
chiefly in grinding the axes of some selfish group or individual as 
opposed to the good of the community. Agate, if we have stopped 
short of a desired goal in our criticism of this or that issue, the reason 
may lie in a determination not to become involved in the tenuous 
libel laws that hold in this State, for— be it remembered— we still 
wish to maintain our ownership of this newspaper and not see it 
and our few worldly possessions swept into the control of one whom 
the court has adjudged to be "grievously offended." And such is always 
a distinct possibility when a too vigorous critical program is launched. 

One of the lessons we have learned from the conduct of this 
page indicates that a large portion of the reading public mis- 
construes the purpose^of an editorial policy. We are not here in the 
guise of reformers, evangelists or peddlers of unfounded cure-alls. 
Insofar as our vision is unclouded, we seek to point out obvious errors 
of policy or procedure and to suggest certain logical courses of 
action, but it is not our purpose to thunder nor to force any set 
formula or program upon an individual, group of persons or cor- 
porate unit. We aim to suggest and, in a limited fashion, to advise, 
and that is the extent of our editorial policy. 

What else is to follow should be inaugurated by our readers. If 
a suggestion has merit, if sufficient shortcomings or failures have 
been shown to be contained in a given policy to warrant its refusal 
or non-support, the move for endorsement or rejection should proper- 
ly come from those most vitally concerned. For a newspaper to assume 
a reverse policy is to write its own death warrant, and, we maintain, 
properly so. 



More real influence is exerted by the news columns of a news- 
paper, believe it or not. than by the editorials. In the routine re- 
porting of the conduct of this or that individual or group, in the stati- 
stical analysis of this or that movement are to be found the real reasons 
for approval or disapproval of a project or platform. After all, what 
we write editorially may be construed as prejudiced or unwarranted 
by the actual facts; that written in modern journalese comes from 
the record and is a straightforward presentation which is not to be 
disputed. 

The best example of this contention may be read into the last 
Presidential campaign.' With striking unanimity the newspapers of 
the land inveighed against the reelection of Mr. Roosevelt and, though 
the platform of Mr. Landon elicited only lukewarm support, the in- 
ference that he was the most logical candidate was everywhere ap- 
parent. Even usually Democratic Journals said little in support of 
the President. 

But, be it remembered, the news columns were largely devoted 
to the activity of Mr. Roosevelt and his supporters, to his pledges 
and premises, and these were the factors which swung the electorate 
so heavily in his favor. What he offered appeared to please the read- 
ers; the conservative editorial opinion seemed to convince no one 
but the writers.

HOME-KEEPING HEARTS 



Accustomed as we are to home 
economics departments in the 
public schools, designed to fur- 
nish instruction in the culinary 
and needlecraft arts formerly in- 
sisted upon as a part of every 
girl's training in the home, we 
are nevertheless surprised to find 
that the National Youth Admin- 
istration is installing a course 
where "some of these (unemploy- 
ed) young women will get exper- 
ience designed to make them cap- 
able housewives." We would be 
the last to belittle any efforts to 
usefully occupy unemployed youth 
of either sex. Certainly every 
member of the male contingent, 
believing in his old-fashioned way 
that woman is still, or should be 
queen of the home, will applaud 
a program designed to turn out 
capable housewives. The idea, if 
anything, is not sufficiently stress- 
ed. But must the public monies be 
expended to furnish home-making 
centers when every home in the 
nation is its own laboratory for 
the initiation of America's maid- 
enhood in the rites of domestic 
management? 

Time was when it was manda- 
tory for every girl in (he family 
to spend at least enough time in 
the kitchen to be able to concoct 
a passable meal sans can opener. 
Also it was considered important 
for her to make the acquaintance 
of thread and needle. Besides fur- 
nishing work for otherwise idle 
and possible mischievous hands 
the needle work provided ah in- 
valuable and Inexhaustible past- 
time. Various sewing operations 
used to form a pleasurable sotto 
voce accompaniment to parlor 
conversation and rocking-chair 
gossip. Without sighing for the 
•'good old days" we could still wish 
that it was not necessary to stim- 
ulate the domestic arts by high 
school courses offered as alter- 
natives to Caesar's Gallic Wars 
and relief projects devised to be- 
guile the tedious hours. We re- 
alise we are breasting a mighty 
tide of feminist disapproval to 
suggest it, but we still think the 
exodus of the nation's womanhood 
to the business office and the car- 
eer is overdone. Perhaps when the 
women have proven to their own 
satisfaction that they are as com- 
petent in extra -domestic affairs 
as men, which most of us are 
willing to admit, they will return 
to their true and most exalted 
sphere, where they are, more than 
anywhere else, indispensable.

AND NOW TO FIND THAT JOB 



since the Civil War, and Prin- 
ciples of Accounting have had 
extra-curricular training in skill- 
ed manual work. Jobs in this field 
are open particularly for young 
applicants. 

And social prestige isn't so de- 
finitely on the white-collar side 
as it used to be. 

Moreover, the work-shirt job 
may pay better than the white- 
collar job, so that 1937 graduates 
may have to decide whether to 
live comfortably while getting 
their hands dirty or hardly to 
keep body and soul together with 
manicured nails. For instance, fig- 
ures collected by the National Ed- 
ucation Association show that in 
cities of over 100,000, head jan- 
itors in the public schools aver- 
age $2,657 a year while elementary 
school teachers were getting $2,- 
02ft, almost 25 per cent less. Even 
the high school teachers averaged 
about 5 per cent less than the 
head janitors, and the junior high 
school teachers, about 12% per 
cent less. 

In cities of from 30,000 to 100- 
000 the head janitors got more 
than the junior high school teach- 
ers, and in cities from 10,000 to 
30,000, the school nurses got as 
much. 

As for the sweet girl graduate — 
women office workers, most of 
Jthem presumably stenographers 
averaged only $21.31 a week in 
factories throughout New York 
state in October, 1036. In May, 
1936, the trade union scales in the 
printing trades averaged exactly 
$21.32 a week (41 hours) for bind- 
ery women in book and job plants, 
and the work of bindery women 
is not especially skilled. 

Men office workers in New York 
state averaged $42.67 a week in 
October, 1936. That isn't much 
more than the $34.97 for union 
truck drivers in May. 1936, and 
the $38.70 for union bakers in 
May, 1936. Even street car em- 
ployees averaged $33.15 a week 
when working under union agree- 
ments. And although the 1937 
graduate might not be qualified 
to Join a union, he should do at 
least as well as unionists to the 
same field, if he is willing to take 
a non-union job. 

Even' the long-trained profes- 
sional man may not do better than 
skilled workmen, unless he is es- 
pecially successful. In 1929. the 
height of prosperity, the average 
net income of the general medi- 
cal practitioner in the United 
States was only around $2,900. 
In the 1932 that figure fell to 
about $1,750 and it was even less 
in 1934.— Fredericksburg star.

We have swung far from our mam thesis of anonymous letters 
in these latter paragraphs, but we have done so with the hope that 
at least a few chronic writers of abusive notes will realize that much 
of what they ask of us lies far from our province. If they wish to 
promote the schemes they imply we should sponsor, these columns 
are open to them— when their letters are properly signed— and we 
welcome the opportunity to give them a hearing. A vigorous, en- 
lightened public opinion comes only from serious discussion and 
debate, and we know of no better medium than the local newspaper 
in this connection.

iness to see his ideals violated 
hourly and to violate them con- 
stantly himself, and since he early 
learns that his aspirations will not 
be realized, he spends a good deal 
of his time dreaming of the things 
that in practice cannot exist for 
him. I assume that Michael Foster 
is a newspaperman himself, or 
else he would not know the things 
about newspapermen that the 
movies fail to reveal. 

"American Dream", however, is 
not about newspaper life. On the 
surface, it is in small part con- 
cerned wj^h the life of a certain 
newspaperman and in large part 
concerned with the lives of his 
ancestors. Shelby Thrall has quit 
his job on a newspaper, and is 
packing up to take his wife and 
child away to a country print- 
shop he has acquired. In the attic 
he finds sundry relics, and a re- 
verie results which drifts off into 
the history of three generations 
in the Thrall family. 

Mr. Foster shows an amazing 
versatility in the chronicle which 
follows. Jean Francis Thrall, mas- 
ter of the crack opium -clipper 
"Wampoa", fled from Ireland af- 
ter a political plot. The language 
narrating his voyage to America 
is woithy of a Conrad. That the 
same writer could adequately de- 
scribe the life of prosperously Pur- 
itan Boston, into which Jean 
Thrall was precipitated, seems im- 
possible. Yet Foster accomplishes 
the feat. 

Mary Parker, who became Mary 
Thrall, was a typical Boston gill 
of the middle 19th century, she 
loved Jean as deeply as any wo- 
man is capable of loving, demon- 
strative or no; but her most pas- 
sionate gesture toward him was 
to let her hand brush his ear. 
Jean loved her as deeply, in his 
own way. Yet when he left on a 
long voyage to open up trade with 
islands in the Malay seas, and 
Joanna Wells stowed away on his 
schooner, he did not come back. 
Perhaps he could not face the 



eral persons whose mild objections 
to the stupidity of the World War 
had aroused mob hatred. 

Shelby was not the man his 
father and grandfather 'had been. 
As a college boy, he was ashamed 
of John for incurring public scorn 
by his stubborn liberalism in the 
pacifist trials. Yet Shelby was of 
the same blood. He, too, in time, 
saw the American Dream. His re- 
action, Anally, was similar also— 
the print-shop. 

What is the American Dream? 
Shelby tried to formulate it. but 
succeeded imperfectly as his fath- 
er had. In his life, in the lives of 
his father and grandfather, and 
in the lives of other people in the 
book through ramifications too 
numerous to relate, the dream is 
exemplified rather than described. 

Micheal Foster's "American 
Dream" is a book red-blooded and 
delicate at the same time. An as- 
tonishingly beauty of language, 
hardly surpassed in modern writ- 
ing, almost Justifies the volume 
without the need to look for fur- 
ther values. The keenness of per- 
ception, however, is equally beau- 
tiful. There is great writing, and 
a surprising unity. Yet the great- 
est books, perhaps, are simpler 
than this one. 



. In August of 1934, there sailed 
out of the Copenhagen harbor the 
Joseph Conrad, a full-rigged. 200- 
ton frigate, the last of her kind 
in the world. It took her two years 



to circle the globe. Aboard her 
was Alan Villers. who had sailed 
in and written of the annual grain 
race from Australia to England, 
and a crew of Danish naval cad- 
ets: for whom the voyage was 
expected to be an education in it- 
self. It was. There were gales and 
typhoons, reefs in the Pacific, Bali 
and Tahiti with their friendly na- 
tives and surf-washed shores, the 
perilous passage of the Horn. In 
"Cruise of the Conrad" Mr. Vil- 
liers adds a straight-forward 
chapter to the vanishing romance 
of sail. 

An American river, the Kenne- 
bec in Maine, is the hero of a book 
by Robert P! Tristram Coffin, who, 
by the way, is a poet, novelist, or 
whatever appeals to him at the 
moment. There is a division of 
opinion on this book, for Mr. Cof- 
fin does for the Kennebec wluit 
Carl Carmer did „ for Alabama 
("Stars Fell, etc.") and for New 
York State, which naturally in- 
vites comparisons. The book is an 
interesting mixture of history, lore 
and atmosphere of its section of 
Maine. At time, however, Mr. Cof- 
fin waxes exceedingly boastful of 
his native state, which rather gets 
on the nerves of other native sons 
of other native states.

Deaths from all forms of tuber- 
culosis in Virginia declirfed 1.4 
for each 169,000 of population in 
1936, ed a ^ tsWd with the previous 
year, according to figures releas- 
ed by the Virginia Tuberculosis 
Association. 

During the 12-month period last 
year a total of 1,916 deaths from|^ tu , 
4 tuberculosis were recorded by the 
State Health Department; or, a 
mortality rate of 78.6. This figure

Commodities Corporation began 
purchasing surplus potatoes in the 
earlier producing area of Louis- 
iana. Mississippi and Alabama. 
Pressure has been relieved in these 
areas and is now becoming con- 
centrated in North Carolina and 
Virginia where shipments ap- 
proach their peak. It is here that 
the PSCC will carry on its intens- 
ive program for the next few 
weeks. / 

Officials of the PSCC are anxi- 
ous that growers have a clear un- 
derstanding of what it hopes to 
accomplish with the limited funds 
available. Surplus removal pro- 
grams should never be considered 
as a solution to all marketing 
problems. In order for such pro- 
grams to be most effective they 
must be accompanied by Increased 
efforts on the part of growers and 
shippers toward marketing the re- 
mainder of their crop to best ad- 
vantage. 

The Corporation feels that it 
can render a service to all grow- 
ers by purchasing surplus potatoes 
both st shipping points and, on 
terminal markets.

"Under • regulation of the 
State Department of Health, all 
newborn babies must receive pre- 
ventive treatment. The regulation 
reads: "It shall be unlawful far 
say physician or midwife prac- 
ticing midwifery in the State of 
Virginia to neglect or otherwise 
fall to instil or have instilled. Im- 
mediately upon Its birth, in the 
eyes of the newborn babe, one or 
two drops of s solution prescribed 
or furnished by the Virginia State 
Board of Health. 

• Parents owe their offspring all 
the protection that modern med- 
ical science so ^remarkably has 
developed. And where the vision 
of the new life is concerned, this 
definite duty not only is a moral 
one but a legal one also. The fact 
that, contrary to popular opinion, 
several kinds of bacteria .exist 
that cause discharging eyes and 
consequent blindness is sufficient 
for this compulsory routine. There- 
fore, it Is necessary that all babies, 
no matter of what station or con- 
dition, receive this preventive 
treatment. 

"While the duty of administer- 
ing treatment is placed directly 
on the doctor of midwife, parents 
should be careful to check up on 
this highly essential harmless pro- 
cedure. 

"With doctors, mldwlves and 
parents cooperating, chud-bund- 
ness can be even more drastically 
reduced tat the future than It has 
been in the past."

Eligible For Benefits If Re 
Engages hi Other Than 
Farming Pursuits. 

A fanner is a farmer only when 
he is farming, so far as the Social 
Security law is concerned, and 
when he engages in other than ag- 
ricultural pursuits he comes under 
the tax and the benefit provisions 
of the Act, Sidney T. Adair, Man 
ager of the Richmond office of 
the Social Security Board said 
this week. 

The same thing is true of the 
employee of the farmer, Mr. Adair 
•aid. 

"All employment, unless speci- 
fically excepted by the law itself, 
to covered by the Social Security 
Act," Mr. Adair said. 

Farm Labor Exempted 

"Agricultural labor is one of the 
few employments specifically ex- 
empted. Because of this exemption 
some confusion has arisen over 
the applicability of the law to far- 
mers and to persons usually en- 
gaged in agricultural employment. 
It should ibe borne in mind that 
the Social Security Act does not 
exclude any group or class as 
such, but merely excepts certain 
employments. For example, a per- 
son who usually engages in agri- 
cultural labor is not excepted 
from the law when he engages in 
other employment. It is the em- 
ployment and not the man which 
is the determining factor. 

"Every farmer who engages in 
other business, either as an em- 
ployer or an employee, and every 
farm worker who undertakes other 
employment, even though such 
other employment is only tempor- 
ary or part-time should file ap-

ISLE CAPTURED 
THROUGH ERROR 



How Lone American Cruiser 
Took Guam Is Interesting 
Marine Anecdote. 



How a lone American cruiser 
captured an island, partly as the 
result of a comedy of errors, was 
one of the favorite anecdotes of 
Rear Admiral Wimarh-A~Woflett, 
who lost his life on the ill-fated 
airship Akron four years ago. 

On June 20, 1808, seven weeks 
after Admiray Dewey had sunk 
the Spanish Fleet at Manila Bay, 
the U. 8. 8. Charleston steamed 
into the harbor of Guam. The 
cruiser, accompanied by three 
troop transports, was en route to 
join Dewey's forces in the Philip- 
pines. 

Motive Misunderstood 

Immediately the Charleston 
commenced firing at a Spanish 
fortress. Several shells were sent 
screaming toward the shore, yet 
the fort remained strangely silent, 
much to the surprise of the Amer- 
icans who had expected a prompt 
return to their fire. 

Presently a gig flying the Span- 
ish nag left the opposite shore and 
headed toward the Charleston. It 
bore the emissary from the Span- 
ish Governor, who offered his pro- 
fuse apologies to Captain Glass 
for not acknowledging the "sal- 
ute," due to a lack of gunpowder. 
His visit revealed that the Amer- 
icans unwittingly had been firing 
on a deserted fortress, while the 
ruler of Guam was wholly un- 
aware that our country was at war 
with Spain. 

"Make no mistake, I fired no 
salute," said Captain Glass, who 
thereupon Informed the Govern- 
or's envoy of the true state of af- 
fairs and advised him that he 
would Bend his executive officer 
ashore the next day to accept an 
official surrender. 

Island Surrenders 

Under a flag of truce a naval of- 
ficer and an escort of U. S. Mar- 
ines commanded by Lieut. J. H. 
Myers landed the next day, but? 
Governor Don Juan Mariana was 
still unconvinced. With on word 
from his own country, he could 
not understand why he should 
surrender Guam to the Americans 
on a mere verbal claim that war 
between Spain and America had 
been going on for weeks. 

The parley virtually ended in 
a deadlock. Aa a mark of cour- 



tesy the Marines stiffened to their 
formal salute, with rifles held rig- 
idly in front of their straight bod- 
ies, and their eyes fixed on the 
Governor. Perhaps this maneuv- 
er of the Marines was mistaken for 
a warlike gesture, for the Spanish 
ruler capitulated at once. 

Thus the Island of Guam was 
surrendered to the United States 
because its governor mistook an 
attack for a salute, and the next 
day mistook a salute for an at- 
tack.

Survey Of Performance Un- 
der AAA Plan Scheduled To 
Get Underway In County. 



The work of checking perform- 
ance of farmers taking part in 
the 1937 Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program will get under way 
in Princess Anne County very 
soon, H. Wn, Ozlin, County Agent, 
announced this week. 

Performance will be checked by 
local supervisors who will visit 
each participating farm to obtain 
information about what actually 
has been done by the farmer to- 
ward meeting the conditions of 
payment provided in the 1937 Ag- 
ricultural Conservation Program. 
Local supervisors now are receiv- 
ing training through the assist- 
ance of State supervisors hi ob- 
taining the necessary information. 
The supervisors, many of whom 
have served in this capacity under 
previous programs, will report the 
facts determined for each farm to 
the County Committee to be used 
as a basis for the preparation of 
the application for payment. 

To Assist Supervisors 

kjBeach farmer will be asked to 
assist the supervisor who visits 
his farm in preparing a report 
of the 1937 farming operation. The 
report will include a sketch of 
the farm showing fields, the acre- 
age of crops grown in the fields, 
the soil-building practices carried 
out, and the names of persons 
sharing in the crops and practices.

Despite efforts of the Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corporation 
to bolster the price of potatoes by 
purchasing the surplus in the loc- 
al area, eighty cents per one hun- 
dred pounds is still a good price. 
it was learned this week. The FS- 
CC. a division of the Bureau of 
Marketing of the Department of 
Agriculture, began purchasing the 
surplus crop in the earlier produc- 
ing area of Alabama, Louisiana 
and Mississippi more than a 
month ago, and the activity in the 
local area during the past two 
weeks has brought about a simi- 
lar condition here. 

Last year, a particularly good 
season for local potato growers, 
the price was maintained at from 
$2 to $2.25 per one hundred 
pounds and a substantial profit 
was reported by the individual 
grower. In response to the high 
prices of last year, commercial' 
potato growers in the 19 early 
states planted 341,000 acres, an 
increase of 25 per cent over last 
year's acreage and a seven per 
cent increase over the five-year 
(1928-32) average. 

Increase In Yield 

According to government re«- 
ports, the acreage for the Norfolk 
District, which includes Princess 
Anne County, is estimated at 11,- 
100 this year, or an increase of 
approximately 18 per cent over 
last year. Production is averaging 
about 30 per cent greater than in 
previous seasons. 

The top price for potatoes in 
this district during the current 
season was reported at not more 
than $1, with 90 cents the average 
price paid for the earliest ship- 
ments. For the past two weeks, 
however, the average price has 
dropped to 80 cents, where it has 
continued largely as a consequence 
of FSCC activity. Without such 
Federal support, it was asserted 
this week, the price most certain- 
ly would have dropped to 50 or 60 
cents per one hundred pounds. 

No Profit For Share-Planter 

At 80 cents, the independent 
grower who has a good yield of 
potatoes can clear expenses and, 
perhaps, secure a small profit for 
his labor, H. W. Ozlin, County Ag- 
ricultural Agent, said yesterday. 
However, those planting op' shares 
with fertiliser or seed organiza- 
tions— the practice generally fol- 
lowed in Princess Anne — stand to 
.reap no return whatsoever for

Lynnhaven Channel Plea Fails 
On Second Hearing by Board 

Revised Report Submitted Several Months Ago After Appeal 
Is Refused By Washington Commission; Benefits Held 
Not Equal To Cost Of Improvements. 



The revised report submitted 
several months ago to the Board 
of Engineers for Rivers and Har- 
bors seeking the improvement of 
Lynnhaven Inlet, Lynnhaven Riv- 
er and Lynnhaven Bay has been 
returned as unfavorable, ac- 
cording to an announcement re- 
ceived yesterday from Col. Earl 
I. Brown, Division Engineer in 
charge of the South Atlantic Div- 
ision of the War Department in 
Richmond. 

Even though local interests should 
bear the cost of the work in the 
inland waters south of the Lesner 
Bridge across the inlet, the state- 
ment continued, there was no 
grounds for approval. The prin- 
cipal reasons upon which the ad- 
verse report is based, according 
to Col. Brown are that the cost of 
the improvement would greatly 
exceed any benefits to navigation 
that might result and that the 
benefits would be largely local. 

As was assumed, the board in- 
vestigated the project only from 



the point of view of possible navi- 
gation, leaving out of the picture 
entirely the condition of the fish 
and oyster industries and the im- 
provement that could be antici- 
pated in the event that a channel 
were developed. At the hearing, 
held early in the year, this aspect 
of the case was stressed by the 
petitioners, but the board held 
that such an argument lay outside 
of the field of its interests. 

Col. Brown's statement, in part, 
was as follows: 

It having come to the notice of 
the undersigned that you have 
expressed an interest in the pend- 
ing proposition for the improve- 
ment of Lynnhaven Inlet, Lynn- 
haven River and Lynnhaven Bay, 
\/irginia-, report on which was 
authorized by resolution of the 
committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors, of the House of Representa- 
tives, United States, adopted w»h. 
ruary 27, 1836. you are hereby in- 
formed that a revised report

'BEACH' WEATHER 
HOLDS IN JUNE 



Average Temperature For 
Month Slightly Higher 
Than 64- Year Normal. 



Establishing a mean tempera- 
ture for the month of 75.1 de- 
grees. 2.7 degrees greater than 
the normal recorded over a period 
of 64 years and only three degrees 
below the record normal for the 
month in that time, June usher- 
ed in another summer season 
which, from the point of view of 
weather, is indicated as one of the 
best ever enjoyed locally. Excess- 
ive temperatures went unrecorded, 
with the thermometer varying 
most of the time between the 70 
and 88 markings. 

The highest temperature was 
reached on June 14, when 94 de- 
grees were reported by the Cape 
Henry Station of the U. 8. Weath- 
er Bureau. On the previous day, 
the low recording of 56 degrees 
was reported. On only one other 
day of the month, June 10, did 
the temperature rise above the 
90-degree mark, when a maximum 
of 91 was reached. 

3.71 Inches Of Rain 

Although only six of the thirty 
days were reported as entirely 
clear, the sun shone for a total 
of 267 hours. 59 per cent of the 
possible maximum. Rain fell on 
twelve days for a total of 3.67 
inches, which figure approximates 
the average rainfall for the month 
during the past 64 years. Seven- 
teen days were reported to be 
partly cloudy. 

The average hourly velocity of 
the wind was 9.7 miles blowing 
from the southwest. The extreme 
for the month was 35 miles per 
hour from the northwest, record- 
ed, on the last day of June. The 
highest velocity far June since 
1874 was 53 miles from the east 
on June 2, 1915. 



Extension of the bulkhead from 
its present termination at Thirty- 
fifth Street to Fortieth Street, 
without the walkway feature, was 
made possible this week when 
word was received from the Wash- 
ington headquarters of the Works 
Progress Administration that the 
project submitted by the Town 
Council early in the year had been 
given final approval. News of the 
approval was contained in a tele- 
gram sent to Mayor Roy Smith. 

The total cost of the bulkhead, 
as estimated several months ago, 
is $34,090, of which amount the 
Federal agency will provide an 
outright grant of $16,420. The re- 
maining $17,670 will be borne by 
the Town and will be financed 
similarly to the plan adopted for 
the Cavalier Shores bulkhead sev- 
eral years ago. As that plan is 
understood, local interested resi- 
dents will advance the money 
needed to cover the Town's contri- 
bution, and that amount will be 
returned in annual installments 
over a specified period of years. 

Wbrk May Begin Soon 

It is hoped that construction 
work can begin immediately upon 
the conclusion of the summer sea- 
son and so furnish desired pro- 
tection to the residents of the 
affected area against possible au- 
tumnal and winter storms .News of 
the project's acceptance has been 
favorably hailed us a strong bul- 
wark against further damage from 
high seas. 

Although the President has not 
yet called upon the Public Works 
Administration for a list of ap- 
provable projects to which Feder- 
al assistance will be granted, it 
is expected that such action will 
be taken within the next sixty 
days. At that time, there is every 
likelihood that the local sewage 
disposal plant project will be in- 
cluded well up on the list of rec- 
ommended items and that execu- 
tive approval will be immediately 
forthcoming.

Members of the board who at- 
tended the called meeting admit- 
ted the need of a properly organ- 
ized life guard corps and favored 
such development for next year, 
if such a course is practical.

His plan suggested 
that the beach be divided Into 
sections by that organisation and 
the right to rent umbrellas in the 
individiial sections be alloted to 
interested hotels or private oper- 
ators. 

In exchange for such a conces- 
sion, it would become the duty 
of the hotel or private operator to 
furnish satisfactory Red Cross- 
certified life saving protection for 
aU persons using that section of 
the beach. It also would become 
the duty of the hotel or operator 
to maintain the beach in good or- 
der and remove all trash and other 
debris accumulated during the 
day.

At The Water's Edge

A SAFE IP NOT SANE FOURTH OP JULY 



Although it is estimated that more than 150,000 persons tarried 
at Virginia Beach over the past weekend, the records of the police 
department fail to reveal one accident, or a serious threat of such, 
on either land or water. Checking back through copies o| the News 
detailing the activity of previous Independence Day throngs, it is 
gratifying to team that a similar condition has prevailed for three 
years, in spite of the increasing number of accidents reported in 
practically every other section of the country. 

Since it is common belief that local crowds "let themselves go" 
with more vigor and dissipation over the Fourth of July than at 
any other time during the summer season— and we are not attempt- 
ing to dispute' that belief !— there is cause for rejoicing in this non- 
accident record. There is cause, too, we suspect, to cross our fingers, 
for the mob that flocked to the beach and the cars that streamed 
up and down Atlantic Avenue bumper-to-bumper gave every indica- 
tion of probable accident. On the few occasions that we ventured 
forth from the safety of our front porch during those hectic days 
we saw sights and heard sounds that made us fear the record of 
the two p revious years. 



BACK TO THE COUNCIL 



When the board of directors of 
the Virginia Beach Chamber of 
Commerce refused to become em- 
broiled in the current controversy 
over the supervision and selection 
of a proper life guard corps, the 
question reverted back where it 
belongs— right in the laps of the 
Town Councilmen. By no stretch 
of the imagination did ij behoove 
the Chamber of Commerce to as- 
sume the responsibility inherent 
in Mr. Ashburn's proposal, and, 
however much interest the organ- 
ization might evince In the de- 
velopment of a suitable safety pa- 
trol, it could not assume a duty 
which is far removed from its 
sphere without endangering its 
other objectives. 

As reported in these columns 
last week, the Town Council can- 
not escape the line of action which 
so truly is its duty. Since no funds 
are available this year to provide 
for a municipal life guard corps, 
we would propose that the status 
quo on the ocean front remain as 
In the past, though we shall insist 
that the Council find some means 
of financing the project before an- 
other season rolls around. After 
all, only a matter of $2,500 is in- 
volved in the creation of a corps 
of minimum size, and this amount 
can be found in 1938 IF the coun- 
cilmen are as convinced of the 
need for such action as are most 
of the residents on the Beach. 

Nor would we have the rental of 
umbrellas confused with the pro- 
per policing of the ocean front 
by qualified life guards. If the 
Town can sell the umbrella and 
beach chair franchise for a satis- 
factory amount of money, as the 
Town Attorney would have us be- 
lieve is possible, then the problem 
becomes no problem at all, for 
the sum so collected will more 
than take care of the cost of the 
inauguration of the life-saving 
unit. If such is not possible, if 
the offer should be withdrawn and 
no other presented, we still main- 
tain that the necessary funds can 
be found to pay for the desired 
protection at the water's edge. 

There is no service more satis- 
factory to the guests of this com- 
munity during the summer season 
that could be proposed than the es- 
tablishment of a municipal life 
guard corps. Believing such, we 
cannot agree that the ocean front 
hotels must assume the obliga- 
tion for the desired protection, 
nor a

Some considerable cause of this satisfactory condition lay in 
the general good-humored attitude of the automobile drivers to the 
congested traffic conditions and in the generally-careful actions of 
those who sought the surf.

But, away from Virginia Beach, the picture was) a different one. 
A total of 570 men, women and children me$ violent death in the 
three-day celebration of the nation's 161st birthday. The toll, as 
reported from all sections of the country, was believed the highest 
in the history of the nation's observance of Independence Day, al- 
though deaths from fireworks — only four, according to the latest 
count — were the lowest ever reported. 

Traffic accidents, as might be expected, constituted the biggest 
single cause, with more than 310 persons fatally injured on the 
streets and highways. There were more than 140 drownings over 
the weekend, and an additional 110 persons died violently in other 
ways. The number of drownings, incidentally, represented the highest 
number since the 1931 celebration, when 181 men, women and child- 
ren met death in the water. Traffic accidents were almost 30 per 
dent greater than last year and almost 600 per cent greater than 
10 years ago, when 54 deaths were reported. 



But these are gruesome figures, and we have no wish to toy 
with them today. Celebration and death, it is evident, run hand in 
hand for many of the celebrants, and fortunate, indeed, is this com- 
munity that its record of the past two years still stands. It is an 
enviable one, to be protected insofar -as such protection can be af- 
forded through the balance of this season and in the years to come. 

It is too much to expect complete sanity of the vacationist 
at all times. But so long as he observes the rules of safety on the 
road and in the water he stands a good chance of returning to his 
home alive and in good spirits, whatever else he might do else 
where. When he runs amuck there, he endangers not only his own 
life but the lives of all who travel the road or who are forced to go 
to his assistance in the water.

BOOKS TO OWN 



NORTHWEST PASSAGE. By 
Kenneth Roberts. Doubleday, 
Doran. 799 pp. 12.75.

War is madness, of course, and 
imperialism itself no less insane, 
but from a purely theatrical point 
of view the most dramatic thing 
that ever happened in America 
was the French and Indian War to 
determine whether France or 
England should control this con- 
tinent, and the most romantic 
figure to emerge from that war 
Was Robert Rogers, whose life is 
the theme of "Northwest Passage." 
Kenneth Roberts has already 
done two lively novels on the Rev- 
olutionary period and several more 
on the War of 1812. He makes yet 
another out of the dramatic figure 
of Rogers and the vigorous ma- 
terial and social scene in which he 
played a role for the most part 
very tragic. 

While many of the incidents of 
Rogers' life are to be found some- 
where or other in detail, his, life 
as a whole is known only sketch- 
ily, especially the earlier part, and 
the fifteen years or so before the 
end. To obviate this difficulty Mr. 
Roberts has evolved a minor plot 
for his novel out of the artistic 
career and romance of Langdon 
Towne, who tells us the tale, and 
by means of this device the book 
achieves a mail 

otherwise. 

When Rogers comes upon the 
stage in "Northwest Passage" he 

has already acquired his reputa- ' "Northwest Passages" of our own, 
tion for uncanny woodsmanship, (Continued on Page Three) 



has risen to command of a com- 
pany of rangers and is about to 
launch out upon the most daring, 
if not f oolhordy. adventure of his 
whole life— an attack upon the St.

The. St. Francis expedition 
which Rogers undertook when he 
was twenty-eight, was the apex 
of his career. To it the remain- 
ing thirty-five years of his life 
were only a shabby anticlimax of 
chronic dissipation, equally chron- 
ic pecuniary need, and fanatic ef- 
forts to recoup his fortunes by 
finding a "Northwest Passage"— 
a transcontinental route for trade 
between the colonies and the or-

Mentioning the matter timidly 
at a recent male gathering we 
were surprised to learn that the 
complaint was general.

We don't know why this abber- 
ation should attack Sunday nights. 
We have no difficulty the re- 
mainder of the week. Our usual 
meals are adequate and tasty; the 
rest of the family seems to enjoy 
its table calisthenics as well as 
the editor. But come Sunday eve- 
ning and the argument, now some 
fifteen years old and still unset- 
tled, begins. Other husbands re- 
port the same trouble. Wonder if 
there's any sort of a conspiracy. 

Last week-end we went on an 
all-male fishing trip arriving early 
enough to partake of a light Sun- 
day evening snack to tide us over 
to an early breakfast: it consisted 
of a gallon or so of clam chowder, 
fried clams, trout, Smithfleld ham, 
slaw, potato chips, corn bread, a 
bit of pickles, preserves and iced 
tea; nothing elaborate you under- 
stand, just a moderate meal as 
prepared by men for men. We put 
on four pounds' from Sunday eve- 
ning until Tuesday morning, and 
not a headache or touch of in- 
digestion in the eight of us who 
attended.

THE RIGHT TO STRIKE AND 
TO WORK 



The announcements of several 
of the independent steel compan- 
ies to the strike area that they will 
attempt to expand their opera- 
tions has brought from union 
leaders threats that this effort will 
be met with violence. In this sit- 



uation, which admittedly holds 
possibilities of disorder, it is im- 
portant to note that the issue does 
not turn upon the right to strike, 
or upon the usV-of [•stakt^br^&k- 
^V~out on the right to work. 

As the term "strike-breaker" ii 
commonly, used, and as it is speci- 
fically defined in the new Admin- 
istration bill now pending before 
Congress, a "strike-breaker>is a 
person employed on a temporary 
basis, or at a higher rate of pay, 
to do work previously done by a 
regular employe. The men who 
have been operating the independ- 
ent steel plants, and the additional 
men who are now being invited 
to return to work, do not belong 
in this category. They are not 
"strike-breakers," but regular em- 
ployes who have wished to con- 
tinue at regular employment or 
who wish to do so now. They have 
not questioned the right of others 
to strike. They simply insist that 
it is their own right to work. 

It seems now to be the intention 
of the union to challenge this 
right by threatening to invoke 
force which will in turn cause 
public authorities to close the 
plants. They have already made 
a success of this stragedy In the 
case of the Bethlehem plants of 
Johnstown. Here the picketing 
laws of. the State of Pennsylvan- 
ia, which do not sanction the use 
of "force, threats, or menace of 
harm," were plainly violated. On 
this point the testimony of com- 
petent witnesses on the spot tells 
its own story. Recently our own 
special correspondent in Johns- 
town reported that a crowd of 
thousands of pickets, "milling 
side the gates" of the Bethlehem 
plants, "after hours of attacking 
non-union workers, stoning street 
cars and overturning automo- 
biles," were finally dispersed by 
the police. 

The State of Pennsylvania has 
now intervened in the Johnstown 
situation. But the State of Penn- 
sylvania is not enforcing its own 
picketing laws or upholding the 
right of regularly employed work- 
ers td continue in regular employ- 
ment. Instead it has closed the 
plants against which illegal pick- 
eting was directed, and the worker, 
who wishes to continue in his reg- 
ular employment now finds this 
right denied him. In this case the 
power of the State is not being 
used to make certain that all part- 
ies to a controversy conduct this 
controversy strictly within the 
limitations of the law. It is being 
used to prevent one party from 
pursuing a course of action which 
is entirely legal in itself, on the 
ground that this might provoke 
another party to resort to illegal 
action. This is a remarkable re- 
version of the customary uses of 
authority.— New York Times.

but it is not altogether unsupport- 
ing to intimate that in all ages 
there have heen men— probably 
Rogers among them— in whom the 
still small voice of idealism very 
early became quiet still. Then, too. 
the author reserves rather too 
much of his tolerance for the 
weaknesses of Rogers and such as 
he typifies. It would be more gen- 
erous to extend this tolerance to 
Satan's rivals and enemies, rath- 
er than employ it. as Mr. Roberts 
does, for exculpating Satan alone. 

However, Mr. Roberts does not 
often shrink from reality. His fin- 
est piece of writing is of man at 
his best, on that terrible march 
to St. Francis and hack; his next 
best is on the nadir of man— Rog- 
ers utterly broken and dissolute 
in the foul prison for debtors on 
Fleet Street id London. 

Although Mr. Roberts is rather 
unappreciative of the Puritan 
tradition, even at its finest, and 
although his democratic sympath- 
ies are on the whole somewhat 
unreflective, he sketches in very 
deftly and accurately much of 
the martial and political and soc- 
ial background of the French and 
Indian War and the years before 
the Revolution. There is war it- 
self and the petty jealousies of 
military incompetents; the in- 
adequacies of British ministers 
and the malfeasance of colonial 
administrators; art and its pa- 
trons, class rivalry and religious 
bigotry, crime and its stupid cor 
rectives, in the mother country 
and the colonies. There is much 
besides all this, including rami 
of course.

(Continued Prom Page Two> 
problem of racial intermixture. 

In both South Africa and the 
South. Dr. Davis feels, "enlighten- 
ed world opinion is having in- 
creasing weight in race relations." 
But there are still grave miscon- 
ceptions to be met. "In attempt- 
ing to solve their problems by 
strict racial and cultural segrega- 
tion, the South Africans are fight- 
ing against the stars in their 
courses. Dr. Davis writes, "How- 
ever much natives may be attach- 
ed to the ways of tribal tradition, 
the contacts that have already 
been made and that are inevitable 
in the future make them want the 
civilisation of the white man. The 
white man depends upon the na- 
tive for his labor and does not 
look with favor upon anything 
that will add to the cost of his 
labor, as a higher standard of 
living and more wants would cer- 
tainly do. The experience of the 
South and the West Indies with 
the plantation system goes to show 
that in preserving the status quo 
of labor, an ultraconseivatism is 
developed which puts the brakes 
upon changes of all kinds, and 
initiative is not given its proper 
recognition and reward. The rest 
of the world moves on, and leaves 
the system in the eddy." 

Dr. Davis notes that British 
South Africa is making progress 
toward cultural integration, and 
so is the "Colonial South" of the 
United States. The situation of the 
Southern United States, with its 
interracial problem, is — in one re- 
spect at least — more poignant 
than that of South Africa. South 
Africa is after all. "British" South 
Africa a term that has colonial 
connotations that not even "in- 
direct rule" can erase. Such a 
status carries with it certain in- 
herent cultural and economic in- 
hibitions. 

The South is the "free South." 
and suffers from cultural and 
economic inhibitions that are, in 
part at least, self-imposed. The 
South would have rid itself of 
the plantation system sooner but 
for political and social prejudices 
that were continued in the slaver- 
ocracy long after the Revolution, 
and that have continued long after 
the War Between the 3tatcs. 
These prejudices, which have been 
freely exploited by politicians, 
helped to save the system of 
cheap labor"— at the cost of pre- 
serving the colonial status of the 
South for exploitation by Northern

Health Teaching Unit Of 
. State Association Prepared 
For Fall Instruction. 



LYNNHAVEN PLEA 
FAILS TO PASS 



Through State teachers' col- 
leges, the Virginia Tuberculosis 
Association this summer is laying 
the ground-work for the introduc- 
tion of teaching units in Old Dom- 
inion public schools next term to 
further health education with em- 
phasis on tuberculosis 

Instruction kits, dealing with 
the scientific, statistical and his- 
torical aspects of the disease, have 
been presented at the State 
Teachers' College in Harrisonburg, 
where Miss Sula Fleeman, field 
worker of the Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, reported the idea was 
enthusiastically received. Before 
the end of August, according to 
MJss Leslie Combs Foster, execu- 
jnf^Tive secertary of the association, 
the project will be discussed at all 
the Virginia teacher colleges, pav- 
ing the way for their introduction 
in the secondary schools in Sep- 
tember. 

Demand For Instruction 

The health teaching unit is be- 
ing offered by the State Associa- 
tion in response to a demand from 
cfty and county tuberculosis or- 
ganizations in all parts of Virgin- 
ia for teaching material tone used 
iri school to prepare pupils psy- 
chologically for the tuberculin 
test. Furthermore. Miss Foster ex- 
^ plained, it is believed that such 
^k teaching plan will increase par- 
ents' cooperation and at the same 
time give pupils a sound educa- 
tional background which will 
guard against fear of tuberculosis 
and an over "health conscious" 
attitude. 

"At present," said Miss Foster. 
"health instruction usually is giv- 

Ien in two ways in junior and sen- 
ior high schools. Where there is 
a definite time in the regular 
schedule for health instruction, 
our unit may be taught as a part 
e* the regular course by the health 
education teacher. In other in- 
stances health is integrated with 
Subjects which contribute to 
health. A tuberculosis unit defin- 
itely relates itself to a larger study 
of communicable diseases in gen- 
eral science or biology; to the 
periodic physical examination and 
modification of the activity pro- 
gram; to environmental factors 
delating to health and social 
studies; to vital statistics in math- 
ematics, and the building of re- 
sistance in nutrition."

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HISTORY OF GAS 
TAXES REVIEWED 



Total Of $130,000,000 Paid To 
State Since Levy Was Im- 
posed In 1927. 



A total of $130,000,000 has been 
paid in state gasoline sales taxes 
by taxpayers of Virginia since the 
levy fhst was Uoposi'i on June 
21, 1023, it was Ulsclo^J this week 
by E. A Kyhn. secretary of the 
Virginia Petroleum Industries 
Committee, in making public a let- 
ter to Governor Peery commem- 
orating the 14th anniversary of 
the levy. 

Those who have paid this levy 
are "Ftate ber.efac:ov9«of the first 
rail:." :.aid I..r. Kj"*ni in Us lat- 
ter, because they have largely fi- 
nanced the development of high- 
ways and have relieved other tax- 
layers of this cost Ke suggested 
that the state, the taxpayers, and 
the petroleum Indus- y, now be- 
ing in partnership through this 
lax, rhould give consideration to 
c? -*ain fundamental principles of 
gasol.ne taxation, su.-h as reason- 
able tax tates, full collection of 
-■he Lvj, abd use of revenues ex- 
clusively for planned, necessary 
and economically-butlt highways. 



In commenting upon the letter. 
Mr. Kyhn recalled that the Vir- 
ginia Legislature was In special 
session in January 1923 when, 
during a discussion of methods of 
highway financing, attention was 
called to the newly adopted policy. 
of Oregon and 19 other states, 
whereby their highways were be- 
ing financed by a modest tax on 
gasoline. "After extended discus- 
sion as to construction policy," he 
added, "identical bills were intro- 
duced in the House and Senate 
calling for a tax of three cents a 
gallon on gasoline, the proceeds to 
be used for road construction and 
maintenance. 

"Delegates Thomas Ozlin and 
George Keezell were sponsors of 
the House bill, but an array of 
more than one-third of the Sen- 
ate, including Senators H. F. Byrd.

Highest Tax Bate 

"Our Assembly made a new rec- 
ord, however," Mr. Kyhn contin- 
ued, "when it set the tax at 3c 
a gallon, at the time the highest 
tax rate on lecord. This rale was 
increased to 4 Vic In 1920 end 
made 5c in 1921. Four years later 
the federal government passed its 
lc motor fuel levy, making the to- 
tal tax on gasoline bought hi the 
state 6c a gallon, which is the 
current rate. 

"The year the state gasoline tax 
went into effect, it produced only 
$1.500 ,000, while last year is pro- 
duced $14,701,000, and during the 
entire fourteen-year period it has 
enabled the state to collect in ex- 
cess of $130,000,000. This sum has 
enabled the state to surface about 
25.000 miles of state highway, a 
greater mileage of surfaced road- 
way than any other state system 
in the nation can boast, except 
Pennsylvania and North Caro- 
lina." 

Mr. Kyhn pointed out that the 
gasoline tax has given this state 
a fine system of highways, has 
pulled the farmer out of the mud, 
lias benefited the automotive bus- 
inesses and has improved the 
tourist, hotel and restaurant bus- 
inesses in the state. R Is one of 
the fairest forms of taxation in 



existence so long as the tax rate 
is reasonable and so long as the 
revenue from it is used exclusively 
for highways, he asserted. 

Mr. Kyhn urged that action be 
taken to relieve the taxpayers of 
Virginia of the necessity of paying 
the duplicating federal tax upon 
gasoline.

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CONSERVATION PLANS URGED 
BY JEFFERSON AND WASHINGTON 



Soil conservation plans origin- 
ated by George Washington and 
Vbomas Jefferson are among those 
bow incorporated in an eleven 
point program being conducted by 
the Soil Conservation Service and 
described by Harrington King, of 
the regional offi<* of the Soil 
Conservation Service, in the cur- 
rent issue of "The Common- 
wealth," publication of the Vir- 
ginia State Chamber of Commerce. 

Virginia's eleven Rpint soil eros- 
ion campaign represents an adap- 
tation Of the best known methods 
of erosion control to actual farm- 
ing conditions in the state. Mr 
King sets forth. 

dap R#eoti©ti sircasea 

"The first point in the program 
is the establishment of crop rota- 
tion," he points out. "legumes 
MvS other close growing crops 
give nature a chance to protect 
the land, conserve moisture and 
build up fertility of the soil." 

Others listed by Mr. King in 
eludes contour tillage, recommend 
ed by Jefferson 125 years ago, 
practice in Virginia, winter cover 
crops, repairing galls and gullies, 
terracing and runoff control, per- 
manent pastures and meadows, 
use of lime, manure and fertilizer, 
reforestation and woodland man- 
agement, fire protection of forest 
and fields and wildfire manage- 
ment and preservation. 
Erosion Control 

"Washington and Jefferson ad- 
vocated many of the methods of 
erosion control which have been 
incorporated into the eleven-point 
program," Mr. King says. "Virtual- 
ly an of them had an advocate at 
one time or another in the early 
history of Virginia. The accumul- 
ated knowledge of the years has 
improved upon the older methods 
and combined into a coordinated 
program, provides the best known 
system of erosion control. 

"Out without the determination 
of the masses of the farmers to 
put the methods of erosion con- 
trol into effect, the program can 
have. but sporadic benefits. Re- 
sults obtained so far In the dem- 
onstration work indicate that this 



determination has come and that 
a brighter outlook is at hand for 
the agriculture of Virginia." 

Under cooperative agreements 
with farmers in demonstration 
projects near Danville,. Lynch- 
burg, and Charlottesville and in 
eleven CCC camp areas assigned 
to these projects, the program is 
being put into effect, so that 
f aimers throughout the state can 
see the effectiveness of the meth- 
ods used under conditions similar 
to those found on their own farms. 



TOURIST TRAVEL 
GAINS DLMONTH 

28 Per Cent Increase Over 
May Of Last Year Reported 
Throughout State. 

Tourist travel in Virginia in 
May was approximately 28 per 
cent ahead of the same month of 
last year. Wilbur C. Han, Chair- 
man of the Virginia Conservation 
Commission, announced after ex- 
amining reports on patronage re- 
ceived from leading hotels, his- 
toric shrines, natural wonders and 
other attractions . 

The hotels showed an average 
increase in patronage of 17 per 
cent and only one reported a de- 
crease, although a few reported 
no change in May as compared 
with May 1938. The shrines, na- 
tural wonders, etc, reported gains 
which in some instances exceeded 
100 per cent. 

The National Park Service re- 
port showed that 130,938 persons 
entered the Shenandoah Nation- 
al Park via motor vehicles in May, 
as compared with 71,752 for last 
May, or a gain of about 75 per 
cent. The Richmond Battlefield 
Park reported 5,081 visitors, or a 
gain in excess of 100 per cent. 

Miss Evelyn Mullen, director of 
the commission's tourist bureau In 
Washington, listed about 11,800 
pieces of literature distributed in 
May, together with thirty-five 
mail inquiries answered and sev- 
eral hotel reservations made.

their work, for the cost of the seed 
and fertilizer, when such items are 
purchased on credit, will consume 
the entire purchase price. 

An official of the FBCC stated 
this week that his organization is 
anxious that local growers have a 
clear understanding of what it 
hopes to accomplish with the lim- 
ited funds available. Surplus re- 
moval programs, he said, should 
not be considered as a solution to 
all marketing problems, for in or- 
der to be effective they must be 
accompanied by increased efforts 
on the part of growers and ship- 
pers toward marketing the re- 
mainder of the crop to best ad- 
vantage. 

The Corporation feels that it 
can render a service to all grow- 
ers by purchasing surplus pota- 
toes both at shipping points and 
on terminal markets. This is ex- 
pected to permit a freer flow of 
the remaining part of the crop 
through the regular marketing 
channels. % 

The surplus potatoes will be dis- 
tributed by the FSCC through re- 
lief channels to needy persons un- 
able to purchase potatoes in ade- 
quate amounts. By so diverting 
potatoes to this use they will no 
longer burden the normal chan- 
nels of trade. This should have a 
beneficial effect upon the potato 
market. ^ — -^

Farmers can save much time by 
preparing, prior to the supervis- 
or's visit to the farm, a map in 
rough sketch form showing this 
information, or by noting this in- 
formation on any map they may 
have of the farm. 

In an effort to administer the 
progiam more efficiently and to 
obtain accurate information with 
respect to the farm, maps are be- 
ing made from aerial photographs 
for farms in a large number of 
counties in Virginia. Measure- 
ments will be obtained from these 
photographs wherever they are 
available. On farms where aerial 
photographs will not be available, 
more of the acreage will be cover- 
ed by measurements this year than 
in 1930. / _^-^—

perennial grasses, fanners will be 
asked to supply records or to show 
otherwise that they have carried 
out the practices. 

Mr. Ozlin stated that payments 
to farmers and for administrative 
expenses are both made from the 
funds appropriated in connection 
with the Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program and that the ex- 
penses of administering the pro- 
gram will necessarily affect the 
total payments which can be made 
to farmers. Since the checking of 
performance is the most expensive 
part of administering the pro- 
gram, cooperation by farmers in 
supplying complete and accurate 
information to Supervisors will be 
of great help in keeping down ex- 
penses.

The Medicine Cabinet 

"More than ten years ago the 
Federal Caustic Poison Law was 
enacted. The statute requires 
household packages of lye, am- 
monia, carbolic acid, oxalic acid, 
and other caustic substances to 
be labelled 'poison' with instruc- 
tions for emergency treatment in 
case of accident. This preventive 
measure undoubtedly has saved 
many lives. However, poisons ac- 
cessible to young children, by way 
of the medicine chest, cannot be 
controlled by legislation," states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"While serious illness or death 
attributed to the medicine cabi- 
net is not common in the statisti- 
cal sense, there are, nevertheless, 
sufficient casualties in the aggre- 
gate to justify a warning against 
careless practices in this connec- 
tion. 

"For example, a few days ago 
a child of three extracted a bottle 
from the bathroom cabinet, drank 
a portion of the contents, and 
died. There were two unnecessary 
factors contributing to that trage- 
dy. In the first place, the poison 
had no business being on the 
shelf in the first instance; and 
secondly, the cabinet should not 
have been so readily accessible to 
the unfortunate youngster. 

"In every home there should be 
a chest containing well-chosen, 
plainly labelled medicines and* first 
aid materials. But so far as prac- 
ticable, the cabinet should be plac- 
ed beyond the easy reach of in- 
quisitive Uttle folks. 

"The family physician, if re- 
quested, will suggest the proper 
contents for the cabinet. And his 
advice on this subject should be 



obtained. However, the following 
fundamental articles, among oth- 
ers, likely will be indicated by 
him: First aid material, includ- 
ing sterilized gauze for dressings, 
gauze bandages, roll of adhesive 
tape; aromatic spirits of ammon- 
ia, boric acid, carbolated vaseline, 
castor oil, oil of cloves, syrup of 
ipecac, rubbing alcohol, iodine and 
a clinical thermometer. 

"Incidentally, adults frequently 
are careless regarding the use of 
medicine-chest material. News- 
paper readers are well aware of 
the blunders that from time to 
time are made not only by child- 
ren but by grown-ups who, in the 
darkness, mistake one bottle or 
box of pills for another and pay 
for that inexcusable indifference 
with their lives. 

"In short, a properly placed, 



properly stocked and properly 
used medicine cabinet is a house- 
hold asset. But an improperly loc- 
ated and dangerously stocked one 
can and sometimes proves to be 
a pathetic liability."

BODIES ARE RECOVERED 
BY LOCAL COAST GUARD 



Many Appeals For Assistance 
Answered By Guards With- 
out Farther Tragedy. 






An angry surf and high seas 
claimed two lives at Virginia 
Beach on Wednesday and threat-' 
ened more than a adore of other 
swimmers who took to the water 
over the protests of life guards 
stationed along the expanse of 
bathing beach. The drownings, 
first |6\be reported this season, 
broke a no-accident record that 
has stood locally for more than 
wo years. 

Two brothers, Solomon and Les- 
ter Zedd, 17 and 20 years of age, 
respectively, registered at the 
bathhouse at Seaside Park late 
Wednesday afternoon and im- 
mediately took to the water. The 
South Norfolk boys, according to 
eye witnesses, got into difficulty 
beyond the surf about six o'clock, 
and their cries for help reached 
Harry Morrill, of High Point, N. 
C, a guest at the Idlewhyle pot- 
tage, and Carlton Lang, of Rich- 
mond, employed as a life guard 
at the cottage. 

Both Boys Drowned 



Both would-be rescuers manag- 
ed to get through the surf to the 
boys, one of whom was reported so 
weakened by his struggles in the 
water that he was unable to swim. 
__HHtone l*ng attempted to pull 
through the* surf" W the safety of 
the beach, with Morrill swimming 
alongside of the other Zedd broth- 
er, Who assured the rescuers that 
he could get back to the shore 
without aid. 

A gigantic wave, such as had 
been rolling in on the beach all 
day long, broke over the swim- 
mers, but Lang managed to main- 
tain his grasp on the weakened 
boy and continue through the surf. 
Lester Zedd, who had been swim- 
ming with Morrill disappeared be- 
neath the waves about this time, 
-J*»d Morrill managed to make the 
pp^shore only with the assistance of 
J. O. Bosang, Jr., a life guard 
at the Chalfonte, who came to the 
assistance of the quartette as soon 
as notified of the impending trag- 
edy. Then, Solomon Zedd slipped 
away from Lang and sank beneath 
the waves.

Miss Florence Winfleld. field 
worker of the Virginia Tuberculo 
sis Association, visited in Princess 
Anne County this week and dis- 
cussed the general subject of tu- 
berculosis, its cause and cure at 
two county wide meetings for Ne- 
groes held on Monday and Tues- 
day nights at the Mt. Zion and 
Ebenezer churches. At both meet- 
ings she was assisted by Mrs. Ru- 
fus Parks, chairman of the county 
tuberculosis association, sponsor 
of Miss Winfleld's trip into this 
section. 

Dr. Trigg, colored practitioner 
of Norfolk, who has gained con- 
siderable reputation as a chest 
specialist, also was present at the 
two sessions to urge tuberculosis 
prevention upon his auditors. His 
lectures, according to those who 
heard them, carried important 
points on the prevention of the 
dread disease and the means 
which should be taken for allevia- 
tion in the event of such diagno- 
sis. 

Motion Pictures Shown 

Miss Winfleld's portion of the 
program was concerned chiefly 
with the presentation of an edu- 
cational motion picture which 
sought to furnish information on 
the beginnings of tuberculosis, its 
prevention and cure. The film is 
being shown wherever possible 
throughout the state, particularly 
to colored audiences composed of 
persons between the ages of fif- 
teen and forty. It is this age group, 
according to statistics, which suf- 
fers most from the so-called white 
plague. 

Mrs. Parks presented the report 
of last fall's seal sale campaign 
to those who attended the meet- 
ings and explained the program 
carried out so far this year by her 
local association. Six colored pa- 
tients, she said, have been sent 
to the Piedmont and G randy san- 
itoria, and 23 colored high school 
students were x-rayed and given 
tuberculin tests. In addition, many 
colored families suffering with tu- 
berculosis or suspected of such 
have been supplied daily with free 
milk purchased as a consequence 
of the seal sale returns.

Many Deaths From Drowning 

Last year, statistics report, 
there were 1.560 deaths fro.*n 
drowning throughout the United 
States. Many of these death? oc- 
curred on beaches and at r-tir: 
swimming locations where regish ■: - 
ed life guards Were not in attend- 
ance, with some small percentage 
listed at popular resorts where the 
guards made futile efforts to re- 
cover the victims. 

Already this year there hau 
been reported a large number ol 
deaths by drowning, 140 of which 
occurred over the Fourth of July 
weekend. Within the past week 
there have been two deaths re- 
ported off Chesapeake Beach in 
Princess Anne County, and two 
at Virginia Beach.

Intensive Training Scheduled 

According to the commanding 
officer, the schedule for the train- 
ing period is an intensive one, and 
the maneuvers are carrying tho 
men far beyond the military re- 
servation.

know how open they are to foreign flatters and cajolery, and the 
-ambition to be world-compelling fellows. 

Apparently we are not wise enough to comprehend, much less 
to follow the advice of George Washington against loving some 
countries and hating others. Right now the voice of America is filled 
with the rancor of blind and irrational partisanship. This will add 
to our danger should another war in Europe occur. Some nations 
there are openly counting on the good old Yankee cat's-paw when 
next they get into a scrap, and other nations are doubtless making 
preparation to have us for an enemy. 

My own attitude toward European quarrels is one of absolute 
impartiality, perfect neutrality. I do not hate any nation. I do not 
believe that some are good and some bad. I believe that all are equally 
selfish and intent on their own aggrandizement. I think my own 
nation not a whit better. I am not deceived by its self-righteousness. 
I know what it did to Mexico. I know what it did to Spain. Some 
of our. citizens who do not remember what happened yesterday, are 
much outraged at what is being done to Spain by foreign powers. 
I have little to say about this, being abashed by the knowledge that 
the beam is in my country's eye. 

I do not think autocracies more a menace to peace than democ- 
racies. Britain is, so we Americans like to believe, a democracy, yet 
in my own lifetime I have seen the British massacre the South African 
Republic, a much worse aggression than that of Italy in Ethiopia, 
though I have no desire to mitigate the latter offense. I have seen 
France slaughtering the ill-armed natives of the Riff, intent on 
the larceny of their lands. In the last 40 year's record of aggressive 
wars and land larcenies, the three great democracies, Britain, France 
a..d America, easily outdistance the autocracies. 

For these nations who have taken what they please, to turn their 
righteous condemnation on those nations which are now trying to 
get the scraps is Pharisaical to the point of farce. 

Trie sooner we rid our minds of the delusion that there ai*e good 
nations and bad nations, aggressive nations and peaceful nations, 
selfish nations and generous nations, the less likely we shall beNto 
have ourselves drawn into foreign quarrels, whose ostensible reason 
for going to war are wholly falsefaces. Fools rush in where angels 
fear to tread. We have repeated this old saying until it has become 
trite; however, it contains the whole kernel of the matter, so far as our 
danger of being drawn into a European war is concerned. 

Something Is the matter with America's sense of humor. Not 
enough of us have mellowed our minds by reading Cervantes' im- 
mortal romance of that lovable lunatic who took down his lance from 
the wall and set out to right the wrongs of the world. 

Shioud a foreign war occur in the near future, and the American 
partisans of European countries begin the old clamor about our 
moral duty to have in the homicidal business, I believe that the 
voice of the American Legion will be raised with great force against

The way in which the funds ol 
labor unions are being used in- 
terchangeably with those of the 
Democratic National Committee 
was brought forcibly to light yes- 
terday by Representative Decn of 
Georgia a Democrat. Mr. Deen 
issued a statement in which ht re- 
vealed that last April he was ask- 
ed by the Speakers' Bureau of the 
Democratic National Committee 
to make a speech in Alabama and 
that he agreed to do so and was 
told he would receive a check for 
his tiaveling expenses — $42.05. 
When the check turned up it was 
not a check from the treasurer of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, It was a check from the con- 
troller of Labor's Non-Partisan 
League, of which John L. Lewis is 
chairman of the board. Sidney 
Hillman is treasurer and Major 
Oeorge U Bfrry, now ajenator 
from Tennessee by appointment, 



The widespread industrial dis- 
order which has gripped the coun- 
try since the sit-down strikes of 
last winter, has led to a crystal- 
lization of opinion on behalf of 
amendments to the Wagner act 
which would, in the words of 
Senator Vandenberg, make that 
act a "two-way street". As writ- 
ten, th? act gives too many ad- 
vantages to labor. 

Senator Vandenberg has sub- 
mitted amendments to the law 
which would, in general, permit 
employeis, as well as employees, 
tp demand elections by the Na- V ^M 
tional Labor Relations Board to 
determine majority sentiment in 
any plant; which Would make the 
unions more definitely responsible 
for the maintenance of their con- 
tracts, and which, would make the 
unions subject to a "fair practice 
code" equally with the employers. 

Under the Vandenburg amend- 
ments, all collective bargaining a- 
greements would have to be in 
writing, and only a majority vote 
of all employees in a given plant 
could call a strike. A union which 
failed to li\e up to a contract 
would be punishable at the hands 
of the Labor Relations Board 
through. suspension of Its rlgkt to 
representation or its right to col- 
lect dues. The "fair practice code" 
affecting labor would ban compul- 
sory political assessments against 
members of unions; forbid the use 
of threats, coercion, physical viol- 
ence or injury to person or prop- 
erty; forbid coercion of workers to 
make them join unions, and ban 
sit-down strikes. 

These proposed amendments 
probably cannot be passed on at 
the current session of Congress, 
owing to the press of many mat- 
ters. Some of them may not be 
desirable, since while they appear 
reasonable at first glance, they 
might be used to handicap the 
unions so greatly as to render 
them almost completely impotent. 
On the whole, however, one feels 
that some changes in the Wagner 
act of this general nature are 
needed. 

Evidence that such is the case 
may be found in the labor laws 
recently passed by the Michigan 
Legislature, on the recommenda- 
tion of Governor Murphy, certain- 
ly a friend of unionization. Under 
this program, mass picketing of 
the sort which has lately been so 
prevalent in the steel country, is 
outlawed. In other words, Gov-

Lyle Saxon Is an author of un- 
usual talents. Through command 
of negro dialects and knowledge 
of the people with whom ne deals. 
he Is enabled to achieve a sym- 
pathetic treatment which is be- 
witching because of its subtle pow- 
er and hidden wit. These qualities 
are more necessary in "Children 
of Strangers" than in the author's 
two previous historical works; and 
they are more generally applied. 

Saxon is a master of character- 
ization. Famie lives before your 
eyes, warm, human, likable. You 
feel her problems. You realize with 
her the failures and rejoice with 
her in the satisfaction of a life 
fully lived. Numa Lacour, the mul- 
atto boy who devotes his life to 
Tamie, is also strong y drawn, 
although his personality is neces- 
sarily weak beside the moie ap- 
pealing one of Famie. We are un- 
able to get a clear picture of the 
type of white population in the 
icg'on; they seem to be typical 



Southerners, sustained by the 
pride of racial history and recov- 
ered from post-war doldrums. But 
such vagueness is unimportant; 
the book is not dealing with them. 

Minor characters, provided they 
possess a valid connection with 
the story, are also well drawn. 
Famie's parents, her negro friend 
Henry Tyler, who Is — oddly 
enough— a complex person, Kit a, 
Famie's cousin, who is referred to 
by her people as "the bad one", 
are all deftly sketched in a natur- 
al manner, and are as complete as 
they need be. 

Saxon's literary qualities are 
not to .be denied. He swings 
through his story, never resorting 
to triteness or oppressive origin- 
ality, and gives his readers a sat- 
isfaction in understanding his per- 
sonality as well as in understand- 
ing the purpose of the book. He 
presents social problems with tact 
and undei standing. Never once 
does he assume the role of a re- 
former. The problems are there; 
their solution does not depend up- 
on hi.h. 

"Children of Strangcis" is nof 
a great book, but it is a 'good one. 



Lyle Saxon has achieved a dis- 
tinctive style in treating his novel, 
has recaptured the flavor of an 
unique Louisiana civilization with 
a hesitant power which defies an- 
alysis. The reader Is never con- 
scious of the effort of what is tak- 
ing place, but finishes the book 
with a feeling of having exper- 
ienced effective writing, subtle hu- 
mor, and an appealing theme. 



(Continued Prom Page Two) 
ernor Murphy has recognized that 
it is no more proper for unions to 
interfere forcibly with the right 
of nonunion members to work, 
than it is for employers to fire 
employees for joining a union. 

The new Michigan law also rec- 
ognizes the right of employers to 
initiate inquiries, through a duly 
constituted board into conditions 
deemed by them to be unsatis- 
factory. Appropriate machinery 
for the adjudication of industrial 
disputes also is established under 
the act. 

All of which goes to show that 
public opinion is not satisfied with 
the sort of industrial warfare the 
country has been passing through, 
and that -impartial opinion feels 
a need for bringing a greater de- 
gree of stability and responsibility 
into relations between manage- 
ment and labor. The course which 
some of the C. I. O. unions have 
been pursuing of late has been 
calculated to lessen the prestige 
of that organization with many 
thoughtful people. In order to re- 
establish its standing, John L. 
Lewis and his lieutenants will 
doubtless recognize the need for 
some sort of amendments to the 
Wagner act, as well as for ap- 
propriate State legislation, which 
will not only protect labor in Its 
undoubted right to bargain col- 
lectively, but which will also see 
that both sides will carry out their 
bargains, once they are made.

Yes Ma'am, "It's The Berries"! 



, What makes brambly bushes 
start mouths to watering and 
drives cooks to inspiration? It's the 
berries. What makes deep-dish 
and juicy pies that by comparison 
tiirn ambrosia and nectar into 
third-rate hash? It's the berries! 
What makes muffins and short- 
cakes and tartes and dumplings 
and jelly and jam? It's the berries, 
and that's no slang! % 

How many kinds of berries are 
among those present in your re- 
pertoire? Blueberries which are 
t|ie cultivated members of the 
huckleberry family, inspire cooks 
from Maine to Quebec and Min- 
nesota to Virginia. England calls 
them 'bilberries" and just as we 
do likes them in puddings, pies 
and muffins. 

"Bra'mbles"is the ancient name 
for blackberries, whose little 
brothers are called "dewberries," 
and whose cousins, . raspberries, 
wfereii were mentioned by Pliny, 
and known to the Greeks as 
Tdeas" because they came from 
Mt. Ida!

Volunteer tuberculosis organi- 
zations in communities through- 
out Virginia have been main- 
taming a sustained program in the 
cure, prevention and control of 
that disease during the first six 
months of this year, reports be- 
ing submitted to the Virginia Tu- 
berculosis Association revealed. 

Incomplete reports show that 
12 counties and two cities admin- 
istered tuberculin tests to 6,331 
persons, principally high school 
pupils. Forty-four counties and 
seven cities^ provided X-ray ex- 
aminations for 2,273 suspected 
cases. Thirteen counties and two 
cities provided continued pneumo- 
thorax treatment for 22 patients 

o recovered sufficiently to be 
discharged from sanatoria. Thirty- 
two counties and six cities report- 
ed sponsorship of educational pro- 
grams in the war against tuber- 
culosis. 

Bonuses Paid 

Most of these educational pro- 
grams are built around the theme 
Ji Uncover Tuberculosis by Modern 
Methods." A motion picture, "Be- 
hind the Shadows," a graphic pro- 
trayal of the cause and cure of 
the disease, was shown in Rich- 
mond during this six months per- 
iod before 100 audiences. 

On the basis of their programs, 
the various volunteer groups, are 
paid bonuses from revenue derived 
from the annual sale of Christmas 
Seals, in addition to the return 
based on the per capita sales in 
their communities. Five percent of 
the aggregate sales made in the 
State go toward support of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
and the remainder helps carry on 
the work of the Virginia Tubercu- 
losis Association.

NW APPLICATIONS 

PWA Officers Are Instructed 
To Accept No More Pro- 
jects By Main Office. 



Orders have been issued to the 
staff of the Public Works Admin- 
istration to accept no more non- 
Federal applications for PWA al- 
lotments, Administrator Ickes an- 
nounced this week. 

This action was taken in accord 
with Section 206 of the Public 
Works Administration Extension 
Act of 1937 which was enacted by 
the signature of President Roose- 
velt after passage by the House 
and Senate. 

Many Applications Filed 
' The bar against new applica- 
tions was issued immediately un- 
der the legal authorization after 
applications had been accepted f or 
mjjre than four years since the 
•"public WorlnrifVdminLstration was 
first established June 6. 1933. Dur- 
ing that time, non-Federal ap- 
plications have been filed for 25,- 
323 projects seeking allotments 
totalling $7,365,000,000 as loans 
and grants, for permanent useful 
public works having a total con- 
struction cost of $10,146,046,000. 
, Within four years projects in 
Virginia submitted to the State 
Director's Office in Richmond re- 
presented a total construction cost 
of $77,092,768. More than 400 ap- 
plications were filed with the PWA 
office in Virginia. Out of this 
number 197 projects have receiv- 
ed allotments, totalling $18,491,- 
695. Those allotments aided in 
financing more than $31,000,000 
of construction. Nearly seventeen 
and a half million dollars of work 
is covered by the 160 applications 
now on file with the Virginia 
PWA. • 

D isc— r a ging New Projects 
In each case where an allot 
ment was made the community 
had to provide from its own funds 
the major part of the money re- 
quired for the project. Many pro- 
jects received allotments and have 
been completed or are under con- 
struction. More have been reject- 
ed or withdrawn. There remain 
pending sufficient filed projects in 
an advanced stage of preparation 
to be dealt with under the funds 
available through the Publij* 
Works Adminstration Extension 
Act of 1937. _, >7 

It is desired to save communi- 
ties from incurring expense 
through civic, legal and engineer- 
ing action on projects for which 
funds are not available. For some 
months, PWA with its vast reser- 
voir of prepared and examined 
projects, has been discouraging 
local public bodies from incurring 
such additional expense although 
the law authorized the acceptance 
of such projects without commit- 
ment.

Swimming 

"Recreational camps. Boy and 
Girl Scout organizations, and oth 
er youth groups constantly em- 
phasize the value of the ability 
to swim. This inspiration and the 
marked increase in swimming 
pools and protected beaches have 
given to many thousands of 
youngsters not only an incalcul- 
able amount of health-giving and 
body-building pleasure, but a pro- 
tection against drowning as well 
However, while youth is being 
served in this connection, many 
older persons for whom modern 
swimming possibilities did not ex- 
ist when they were children are 
yet definitely handicapped. It is 
a handicap that from a safety 
standpoint should be removed," 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner stated today. 

"In reviewing the deaths caus- 
ed by accidental drowning, it is 
significant that many grown per- 
sons, as well as youngsters, have 
succumbed merely because they 
were unable to propel themselves 
in deep water for a very short 
distance. Indeed, it truthfully can 
be said that throughout the Unit- 
ed States, hundreds of lives could 
be saved annually if more people 
would achieve the art of swimming, 
in deep water for a minimum of 
a hundred yards. 

/ "It follows that adults, as well 
as young people, should Ifarn to 
swim, provided their general con- 
stitution warrants this type of 
exercise — a fact for the family 
physician to decide. 

"In indulging in this sport, care 
should be exercised. The following 
generally approved rules should be 
observed by everyone: 1. Do not 
eat just before swimming; 2. Do 
not go in the water when over- 
heated; 3. Do not stay in after 
becoming chilled; 4. Get out of 
the water while still feeling fresh; 
5. Learn to float; 6. Do not swal- 
low water; 7. Do not swim in pol

THE moods of water, tumbling, 
babbling, gushing, spouting, 
Ashing, splashing, trickling, roll- 
ing, rippling, dripping, glad, angry, 
smooth, rough, serene, peaceful, 
make adjectives for poets. For the 
amatenr photographer with any 
poetry in his soul whatever, they 
make themes for beautiful pictures 
and the subject of a delightful pic- 
ture hobby. 

We know of one amateur photog- 
rapher who used his camera to pic- 
ture the grand circle water makes 
i in its Journey from land to sea to the 
clouds and back to the land again. 
This picture epic of water began 
with a photograph of a tiny woodland 
spring, then pictures of a rivulet, a 
brook, a river, a mightier river with 
its waterfalls and cataracts, the bay 
through which it flowed into the 
ocean, the ocean Itself, a cloud and 
sunbeam picture over the ocean, 
thus picturing water being caught 
up for its retnrn Journey, and finally 
rain. 

This Idea far from exhausts the 
possibilities of poetic water pic- 
tures, especially when human in- 
terest Is added. The majestic sweep 
of water over Niagara Falls is a 
poem in Itself but a honeymooning 
pair In the foreground adds romance. 
A fair swimmer In clear water on 
which sunshine is shimmering cre- 
ates a poetic pattern of life and 
light A pseudo-moonlight picture 
over a placid lake of a youth and a 
maid In a canoe (a shot into re- 
setting sun with a small lens own- 
ing) gives a poetic mood to "the 



waters stilled at even." Foam at th* 
prow of a careening yacht or it" 
churning wake over the stern depic u 
the poetry of motion. 

Verses may be illustrated. "Where 
the breaking waves dash high on 
a stern and rockbound coast" Is a 
place for photographs of one of 
water's most inspiring moods, and 
then, from the hilltops "there Is not 
in the wide world a valley ao sweet, 
as that vale In whose bosom the 
bright waters meet." 

Endless are your opportunities for 
making delightful photographs of 
water scenes. But there's a trick to 
successful water photography. It's 
largely a matter of shooting so that 
the pictured water has the right 
"feel" or texture. 

For example, it's possible to shoot 
spray too fast, so that It has a hard, " 
brittle look, thereby losing its essen- 
tial sense of movement. On the 
other hand, rippling water should 
be shot fast enough so that the rip- 
ples are distinct, each with Its own 
highlights. 

Another point Is lighting. Choose 
the angle that gives you the maxi- 
mum "texture," the characteristic 
interplay of light and shade. No one 
can tell you exactly how to go about 
this; a little experimenting will tell 
you better than volumes of words. 
But keep this In mind. Any fair-sized 
body of water reflects a lot of light. 
Your exposures, therefore, can be 
footer or, preferably, your "stop" 
pnmller than for a comparable sum- 
mer landscape.

Health conditions in Virginia 
Beach and throughout Princess 
Anne County have been better 
this summer than at any compar- 
able period in past years, Dr. 
Josiah T. Leake, health officer 
for the county, stated this week 
when informed of rumors alleged- 
ly emanating from western Vir- 
ginia that the local resort com- 
munity was afflicted with an un- 
named epidemic. 

A similar rumor that tne com- 
munity was quarantined and most 
of the hotels closed was reported 
from a small town in Pennsylvan- 
ia shortly before the Fourth of 
July. Occasionally, from .other 
scattered areas of the country, 
have come similiar reportV^all 
without foundation and all un- 
able to be traced beyond the point 
of merest rumor. 

No Illness Since Spring 

Since the early spring, Dr. Leake 
continued, only one case of meas- 
les has been reported to his office 
from Virginia Beach. Other than 
this instance, he admitted that he 
had heard of no case of an in- 
fectious or communicable disease 
having its origin in or brought in- 
to the Beach area. This report 
also was substantiated by local 
physicians, who stated that an 
occasional case of sunburn con- 
stituted the bulk of their prac- 
tice during the early summer 
months. 

Just how these erroneous re- 
ports of epidemics and disaster 
originate or reach those interest- 
ed in visiting Virginia Beach con- 
stitutes a major mystery to Dr. 
Leake and to others equally con- 
cerned with public health. In past 
years, the health official stated, 
similar rumors have reached his 
ears, but all have been found 
without truth upon investigation. 

Nurse's Report In Agreement 

Miss Lillian Ashley, county pub- 
lic health nurse, in her last re- 
port submitted to the Board of 
Supervisors, recounted a similar 
story of a complete lack of con- 
tagious and infectious diseases 
existing here. Since the filing of 
that last report, the stated yester- 
day, the condition of general good 
health has remained unchanged. 

Considerable progress has been

If the American Newspaper 
Guild should have its way and 
succeed in making a "closed shop" 
of every newspaper editorial of- 
fice in the country, this nation 
will be well on its way to a com- 
plete denial of the basic doctrine 
of a free press. Aligned with the 
CIO — the program being urged by 
the guild in its closed shop con- 
tract campaign — the allegedly high 
mission of the newspaper must go 
haywire and become no more than 
the servant of those individuals 
who today, through the medium 
of a united labor front, are seek- 
ing a dictatorship for these United 
States. 

Granting such an eventuality as 
the guild purposes, control of the 
policies of the newspaperwih pass 
from the hands of its responsible 
publisher to those who are em- 
ployed to do his bidding. With- 
out denying that many a publish- 
er uses his daily newspaper to ef- 
fect his own personal gain, we yet 
insist that such a minor injustice 
does not carry the grave social 
and economic consequences which 
lie inherent in control by employ- 
ees zealous to follow out the poli- 
cies established by the union lead- 
ers who, history has proven, are 
not one whit more noble than the 
employers whom' they so heartily 
damn. 

When such a movement as this 
receives serious consideration by 
intelligent men it is time to lake 
stock of ourselves and our efforts 
and admit that this era is most 
definitely out of joint. For a pos- 
sible slight increase in salary— 
always a union prerogative — and 
a bit of protection for one's Job, 
men and women who should know 
better are rallying about the 
guild's standard and shouting 
their unthinking acclaim of its 
piogram, the while they watch 
their former liberties disappear. 

Unless the force of public opin- 
ion checks this mad scramble to 
unionize every business under the 
sun there are hectic days ahead 
for the nation. Should the press 
become the servant of the union— 
which must mean the throttling of 
such freedom of expression as we 
now enjoy— we may well look for- 
ward to a condition such as today 
prevails in Germany and Italy. 
To develop a vast labor machine 
and to place its drivers in the seat 
of authority, granting to the em- 
I ployer not even the right to choose 
his own workmen or establish his 
own policy of procedure, is to 
sign the death warrant of our own 
brand of Democracy. 

Time, we expect, will tight this 
picture and return the nation to 
a normal basis of operation. But 
j we can expect no such normalcy 
if an apathetic citizenry and a 
supine government allow a mere 
handful of agitators to destroy in 
a few shoit days those liberties 
and prerogatives which have been 
won at great expense of human 
life and effort and only after the 
passage of many centuries. This 
\ blow to a free press constitutes the 
greatest menace which the nation 
has faced in all of the years of 
its existence.

SANATORIA NEED 

Better Facilities For Negro 
Patients Are Urged It Com- 
mittee's Report. 



"If tuberculosis among Negroes 
is ever to be controlled adequate 
sanatorium facilities are a neces- 
sity to that end," asserts a report 
of the Committee on Tuberculosis 
Among Negroes, just filed with 
the Virginia Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion. 

The report, based on a five-year 
study of the disease among the 
Negro race in this country finds 
that the "goal must be at least one 
sanatorium .bed for each annual 
Negro death from tuberculosis." 
The survey points out that Vir- 
ginia, with 1,039 Negro deaths 
from the disease in 1934, had only 
238 beds set aside for that race. 
In the United States as a whole, 
with 21,099 deaths, only 3.334 
beds were provided. "The 
"fact that in the 13 States in the 
Southern Conference area— em- 
bracing two-thirds of the nation's 
Negro population— which should 
have a minimum of 12,000 beds for 
tuberculosis, Negroes have fewer 
than 2,000 or less than 15 per cent 
of their quota, speaks for itself," 
states the report, which contin- 
ues: 

t ... 

Disparity In Death Rate 

"Nor is a lack of sanatorium fa- 
cilities for colored tuberculosis 
patients peculiar to the South, 
since we And long waiting lists 
sanatorium treatment in most 
67 our large and relatively wealthy 
cities in the North." 

The report reveals that during 
the past five years there has been 
a growing disparity between the 
white and colored mortality rate 
from tuberculosis, It is in the 
Northern States, according to the 
report, Jut the greatest dispar- 
ity between the races is evident. 
The most recent data— 1933— 
show that for the Northern States 
as a group the colored mortality 
is more than five times that of 
the white population, the respec- 
tive rates being 232.0 and 44.0 per 
100,000 of the population. It is 
explained, however, that the col- 
ored population in the North is 
predominantly urban,' and in 
many of the large cities this ra- 
tio of colored to white mortality 
is even greater than five and 
runs as high as six and seven in 
some instances. In the Southern 
States, on the other hand, the 
most recent data show a much 
lower mortality among the color- 
ed population — less than three 
times that of the white popula- 
tion. For this group of States the 
respective mortality rates in 1933 
were 129.6 and 50.1 per 100.000. 

The report of this study, made 
possible through the Julius Hos- 
enwald Fund, was published hy 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, and copies of it will be dil- 
uted by the Virginia Tubercu- 
losis Association to health author- 
ities, libiaries, negro colleges and 
others active in health work a- 
mong Negroes. ,

"The summer comet with ftower and 
bee,—" 

THE beauty ot flowers is an at- 
traction and a challenge to every 
| camera owner. Frankly, good flower 
pictures are not easy to take and for 
that reason success brings more 
than ordinary satisfaction to the 
amateur photographer. 

Proper lighting, a large image and 
patient work with the camera are 
the essentials of flower photography. 
The best camera to use is one with a 
long-extension bellows, enabling one 
to focus close to the flower, and hav- 
ing a ground glass focusing screen 
in which yon can see the image be- 
fore snapping the shutter. 

But, if you haven't such a camera, 
rood work may be done with ordl- 
vary folding or box cameras, pro* 
vlded a portrait attachment Is used 
:o obtain a large image. This supple* 
mentary leas, which comes with a 
table ot focusing distances, makes 
(t possible to work within arm's 
length of the subject. Always use a 
tape measure to determine exactly 
the specified distance between lens 
«nd flower. Panchromatic film gives 
the best rendering of the tone con- 
trasts among the colors. 

Flower pictures need to be vividly 
sharp; hence, a small lens opening 
should usually be used— MS or Ml 
-or the tssallest atop on box earn* 



eras, and the camera should be on a 
tripod or held securely with a cam- 
era clatup. The exposure should be 
from V* to one second. 

Wind is a problem, ot course. At 
such close distances movement of 
the subject makes more difference. 
It is worth while to wait for a mo- 
ment when the blossom is motion- 
less. If you find the wind too blowy, 
devise a wind-breaker of some sort. 

Hazy days, or when the sun is 
shining under light clouds, makes 
the Ideal time for flower pictures. Di- 
rect bright sunshine is not desirable, 
but If you can't wait for better condi- 
tions, give your subject the protec- 
tion of a cheesecloth screen. Better 
results ore obtained In the early 
morning or late afternoon when the 
light Is less harsh and comes from 
the side. This Is especially true for 
cup-shaped flowers. Nearby foliage, 
or other blossoms not wanted, may 
be tied back with string or cot 
away. A piece of stiff gray cardboard 
placed behind the flower often Is a 
better background than the natural 
one. 

Sometimes, tf yon are patient 
enough to wait, a roving bee will 
enter the chalice of your flower.

The American hone should be the 
safest place on earth— but it isnt 

On the contrary, life to the Ameri- 
can home is perilous. Fire and acci- 
dent make it so. And instead of de- 
creasing,' the nation's peace-time 
casualty list is increasing rapidly. 

Adventurers go to Africa to shoot 
big game; to the Alps to scale dizzy 
mountain heights; to the polar re- 
gions for exploration. But statistics 
indicate that they may be safer than 
if they had remained in their homes 
la America, fa 1938, according to the 
National Safety Council, 31,500 per- 
son* died as a result of accidents to 
American homes. In 1939, the total 
grew to 39,000 deaths. That is more 
than double the number of fatalities 
that 'occ urr ed to private industry and 
almost twice the number of deaths 
resulting from motor accidents dur- 
ing the same period. 

The worker to his factory or en 
route to and from home by motor is 
safer than he is at home. He is care- 
less at home. He is more careful at 
work or on the road.

given to seeding crimson clover 
and rye for winter cover crop. Un- 
der the 1937 program cooperating 
fanners have until October 31, 
1937 carry out approved soil- 
building practices for payment 
within the limit of their soil- 
building allowance. 

As stated above, in 1936 only 
175 farmers in Princess Anne 
County out of a total of 600 car- 
ried out any soil-building prac- 
tices at all Participants in the 
soil conservation program have 
until October 31 to carry out soil- 
building practices and collect for 
same on this year's program. 

Good farming practice is solely 
what the program advocates and 
it is urged that an farmers take 
advantage of the program to im- 
prove their soil as much as pos- 
sible by seeding clover, turning 
under green manure crop and 
using lime. All or any of these can 
be carried out this fall. 

Cooperation Valuable 

It sometimes pays better to co- 
operate with the program and 
work for the payments offered 
rather than try to make more 
money by planting too much crop, 
Mr. Ozlin said, citing an example 
that happened in Princess Anne 
this year. A certain farmer could 
have earned. $155.60 by diverting 
15 per cent of his soil-depleting 
base to soil-conservation crops, but 
-instead he planted his entire 
farm in potatoes and consequently 
did not make a penny profit. This 
same farmer could have earned 
$147.20 if he had carried out soil 
building practices on the diverted 
land. As it is he is losing $302.80 
in payments that he could have 
earned and is not making any 
profit on his soil-depleting crops 
because he and other farmers 
produced more than the market 
could consume.

Action designed to protect visi- 
tors to Virginia Beach during the 
summer season featured the meet- 
ing of the Town Council on Mon- 
day night when it Was agreed that 
alT persons serving as life guards 
within the corporate limits of the 
town, whether publicly or private- 
ly employed, must be certified by 
the American Red Cross as senior 
life savers or be engaged on a 
se of instruction designed to 
produce such certification. The 
Red Cross, Council was informed, 
was prepared -to offer such instruc- 
tion as was necessary in the fund- 
amentals of life-saving routine. 

Another safety action taken by 
the Council concerned the plac- 
ing of signs reading "dangerous 
surf today" on the 36 stairways 
leading from trie walkway to the 
beach. These signs will be, placed 
on the tailing by the local police 
force whenever, in the opinion 
of the Coast Guard Station ex- 
ecutive, the surf is too rough for 
swimming. Although the police 
were not instructed to arrest any- 
one disregarding the warning, it 
was the belief of the Council that 
the average prospective bather 
would think twice about venturing 
Into the water if he happened up- 
on such a sign. 

i Meat Guards Certified 
Few of the life guards now work- 
ing on the beach will be affect* 
by the ruling that Red Cross cer- 
tification is necessary, it was 
learned this week, and most of 
the guards expressed themselves as 
being heartily in favor of the reg- 
ulation. A class in life-saving is 
now being conducted here under 
the Red Cross auspices, and an- 
other such class will be begun if 
sufficient interest is shown by 
those boys who have not yet en- 
colled. 

Ring buoys and other life-sav- 
ing aid's, the Council was inform- 
ed, are to be purchased by the 
Princess Anne Chapter of the 
American Red Cross and made 
available for use here at the 
Beach. Next year, it is hoped, 
Council also will appropriate 
money for the purchase of addi- 
tional equipment designed to as- 
sist swimmers who get into dif- 
ficulty beyond the breakers.

Another Effort To Be Made 
To Secure Federal Support 
For Lynnhaven Project. 



Another attempt to swing the 
Ccmmittee on Rivers and Harbors 
;o the support of the Lynnhaven 
project will be made on September 
23, when a local delegation will 
go to Washington to appeal the 
decision refusing Federal assist- 
ance announced several weeks 
ago by Col. Earl Brown, U. S. 
Army District Engineer. Arrange- 
ments for the appeal were hand- 
led by Norman R. Hamilton, Con- 
gressman for this district, and 
were announced yesterday by 
Floyd T. Deary, who has been most 
active in the drive to have the 
dieam of a qhannel from the 
Chesapeake to Broad Bay become 
a reality. 

Need For Refuge Stressed 

The nature of the argument to 
be used in appealing the previous 
decision has not yet been an- 
nounced, but it is expected that 
considerable emphasis will be laid 
upon the need for a boat refuge 
in the waters adjacent to Virgin- 
ia Beach and upon the necessity 
of creating such a channel for 
river commerce if the seafood in- 
dustry in the Lynnhaven tributar- 
ies is not to become extinct. Ad- 
ditional data on anticipated com- 
merce that has been gathered 
since the last appeal was made 
also will be presented to the com- 
mittee. 

The support of Norfolk officials 
and business men has been tenta- 
tively promised to the local com- 
mittee in charge of arrangements. 
Bolstered by such support, it is 
the belief of Mr. Deary and his 
associates that a more favorable 
impression can be made upon the 
reviewing board, who in the past 
have visualised the channel pro- 
ject as purely local in its essence 
and devoid of outside support. 

Cost Set At S4M.OH 

As tentatively outlined, the pro- 
ject would cost an approximate 
$400,000. Of this amount, an esti- 
mated $150,000 would be set aside 
for the construction of two 18- 
foot culverts from the ocean to 
West Neck Creek,- a tributary of 
Linkhorn Bay, which development 
would cause a steady tidal action 
between that point and the mouth 
of Lynnhaven Bay. It is the 
thought of the project's sponsors 
to place a flume on the ocean side 
of the culverts to catch the surf, 
and this action, they maintain,

STATES IGNORED, 
OFFICIAL^ HOLDS 

Charges of Misuse of Author- 
ity Are Preferred Against 
Biological Survey. 

Charges that the U. S. Bureau 
of Biological Survey is making 
"aibitrary and bureaucratic mis- 
use" of authority in ignoring re- 
commendations of state game of- 
ficials in prescribing federal hunt- 
ing regulations have been filed 
with the congressional committee 
on conservation of natural re- 
sources by John C. Huntington, 
President of the More Game Bird6 
Foundation. 

Declaring also that the bur- 
eau's migratory bird advisory 
board has been shelved after more 
than 15 yeais of existence, Mr. 
Huntington suggests an amend- 
ment to the Federal migratory bird 
law making consultation with the 
states mandatory. 

Says Program Disregarded 

"State game commissions desire 
to cooperate in the enforcement 
of federal laws governing the tak- 
ing of migratory game. If maxi- 
mum cooperation is to be obtain- 
ed, however, it is obvious that 
their recommendations as to pro- 
per regulations should be given 
ful consideration and incorpora- 
ted in federal regulations when- 
ever possible," Mr. Huntington 
points out. 

Declaring that duck hunting 
seasons requested by over half 
the states were disregarded last 
year, Mr. Huntington states: 

"Such 'star chamber' proceed- 
ing are contrary to every 
principle of law. making and at 
present are having an effect di- 
rectly opposed to the object for 
which the regulations are made- 
maximum conservation of water- 
fowl. ' 

'State game departments are 
far more familiar with local con- 
ditions than any federal bureau 
could ever hope to be and where 
their recommendations are delib- 
erately ignored, their enforcement 
problems are immeasurably in- 
creased and a spirit of antagonism 
is endangered. 

"Certain phases of present regu- 
lations are so plainly unenforce- 
able and so manifestly unjust and 
discriminatory that they are re- 
sulting in an almost complete 
breakdown of observance not only 
of those particular regulations but 
of all regulations. 

The inevitable result Is that il- 
legal killing and sale of ducks 
grows in spite of increased effort 
on the part of the meager federal 
enforcement 



Improvement of the road lead- 
ing to the State Military Reserva- 
tion from the town limits through 
Rudee Heights has been authoriz- 
ed by the State Highway Com- 
mission, according to word receiv- 
ed this week from Henry G. Shir- 
ley, chairman of the group, by 
the Board of Supervisors of Prin- 
cess Anne County. Also approved 
by the commission were the roads 
leading from Seatack to the Dam 
Neck Coast Guard Station and 
that from Pungo Ridge to Vaugh- 
antown. 

Approximately twenty roads or 
sections of roads were recommend- 
ed for improvement to the com- 
mission during the past year by 
the supervisors, but only three 
were given the desired approval. 
Outstanding among those rejected 
was the Glen Rock-Elizabeth Park 
road, t.ie improvement of which 
was said necessary for the con- 
tinued development of the com- 
munity that is now growing along 
its course. Included in the im- 
provement project had been an 
additional request for the recon- 
struction of the Townsend Bridge. 
Road Often Impassable 
Residents of the area, who made 
several trips to the Richmond 
office of the highway commission 
in behalf of their project, point- 
ed out that the road had been in 
impassable condition for several 
years during periods of storm. 
Neither mail deliveries nor school 
buses have been able to get into 
Elizabeth Park at such times, they 
asserted, adding that they had 
been forced to park their cars 
more than a mile from their 
homes and then wade through 
mud or follow the railroad tracks 
on their morning and evening 
trips to Norfolk. 

At the May meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors it was urged 
that the State commission spon- 
sor a WPA project for the im- 
provement of the Glen Rock road.

Local Contest Quiet 

The local contest has been one 
of the quietest in many years, 
and a survey of pre-election sup- 
port appears to favor the return 
of the present incumbent, Mr. 
Davis. Mr. Ewell. campaigning on 
an anti-county administration 
platform, is expected to draw a 
good measure of voting strength 
from the several disaffected groups 
of the county, but the regular or- 
ganization leaders have expressed 
themselves as confident of victory 
for their candidate. 

Regarding the State fight. Lieu- 
tenant-governor James H. Price, 
is the ruling favorite to succeed 
Governor Peery. Reports received 
from those close to l he voting ma- 
jorities in the county indicate that 
he will run far in advance of VI- 
ian L. Page, who quit the Lieu- 
tenant-governoiship fight several 
months ago to contest the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Price. Saxon W. 
Holt, of Newport News, a veteran 
of the State 8enate, should, ac- 
cording to local sentiment, take 
a slight lead over his opponent, 
Robert W. Daniel, and the results 
of the John OaUeher-Abram P. 
Staples contest for the Attorney- 
generalship appears to be a toss- 
up. with slight odds favoring the 
incumbent. 

Price Held Victor 

Throughout the State, report 
veteran observers of the political 
scene, Mr Price will have no dif- 
ficulty in obtaining the nomina- 
tion. The fight staged by Mr. Page, 
who has served several terms in 
the State Senate from Norfolk 
has been a vigorous and interest- 
ing one, but the lead piled up by 
the Lieutenant -governor In the 
early months of the campaign, 
added to his admitted personal 
popularity, is "expected to insure 
his successful nomination by a 
substantial lead. 

Office-holders as well as many 
thousands of persons out of sym- 
pathy with the so-catted Byftt 
machine have rallied to the stand- 
ard of Mr. Price. Charles K. Pol- 
lard, State campaign manager for 
Mr. Price, has predicted a verit- 
able landslide for his candidate 
in the primary, to which Mr. Price 
replied that he (Pollard) was at- 
tempting to mislead the voters In 
the hope that "he can stem the 
tide which is turning my favor."

WEATHER FORECAST:— STORM BREWING 



What part, if any, is the modern newspaper playing in the de- 
velopment and curtailing of labor troubles, as such are now afflicting 
the American scene? W. J. Cameron, formerly a newspaperman and 
now associated with the Ford Motor Company, spoke as follows last 
week in an address made before the National Editorial Association con- 
vention held in Detjroit: 

"Newspapers and Labor Troubles" is a difficult subject to dis- 
cuss. The best one can do, perhaps, is express in part a point of 
view. Even a one-sided view, if true as far as it goes, may contribute 
to an understanding of the whole. I shall speak frankly, and as far 
as may be in confidence, for I am speaking to editors and not to 
Ijhe public. It was my privilege to pass the first half of my working 
life in newspaper work— in the best part oL newspaper work, that 
of reporter, editorial "writer and what is now called a "columnist." 
The temper and spirit of the newspapermen of my time are known 
to me, and I think that in true newspapermen they still survive. 
An equal length of years has been spent with Mr. Ford where I 
have seen the operation of industrial principles at what I conceive 
to be their best as far as they have been developed. Between the 
ideals of newspapermen at, their best and those of industry at its 
best. I found much agreement and kinship. Industry at its best 
seemed to be realizing what our better journalism had always vision- 
ed. Whether one or the other has fallen away from its ideal, or 
whether something has come between, I do not stay to ask, but in any 
case each sometimes adopts toward the other a puzzling attitude 
that rouses painful thought in one who knows and respects them 
both. 

Personally I wish we had some other name for the 48 millions i 
of us who work for wages; the term "labor" as denoting a class lends 
itself too much to the discoloration of facts, and I employ it under 
protest. All of our sympathies are instantly * with "labor"— that is 
where most of us belong, but under present misunderstandings 
sympathy in one direction almost certainly turns to antipathy in 
:he opposite direction. And this antipathy, even though unconscious, 
.vorks havoc with the truth. The same care of statement in antipathe- 
tic matters is not often humanly attainable. And though one-sided and 
?xaggerated or colored statements are often unintentional and un- 
:onscious. they are not less harmful for that. 

As a current example: probably every daily paper in the United 
States today will have some reference to the 'Ford Riot." And yet

THE BEACH DROWNINGS 



As a daily reader I obseive a surprising slowness in the Press 
to penetrate the truth about the sit-down strike far enough to learn 
at least that it was not a strike. A strike, as well all know, is" a vol- 
untary act on the part of the workmen who have a grievance, who 
try to have the causes of that grievance removed by calling their 
employer's attention to it and. failing in that, agree among them- 
selves to quit work in protest.. It is their own decision, their own 
act. Whether the form of it be a walk-out or a sit-down is immaterial 
so far as its being a strike is concerned. There was no such voluntary, 
agreed-upon strike at Flint. There was no such strike in the auto- 
motive industry of Detroit. Without consultation, without votes, with- 
out agreement on the part of the rank and file of shopmen, trained 
men who had worked but a few days in the shops pulled switches, 
bull-dozed surprised workmen; other thousands that had never been 
In Michigan before swarmed to the gates and held the workmen in. 

Yet for three weeks newspapers hereabouts continue to talk 
about a "strike," and the only journalists who discovered the facts 
were those from Boston and New York. If you want the truth about 
Flint at that time, you could read it on the Atlantic seaboard. Go 
up to Flint and live among the people who went through the ex- 
perience, and learn for yourselves what happened. Thousands coerced 
into sitting down were coerced into union membership,— see how 
many you can now find who are hurrahing about the benefits that 
brought them. This is the real news of the labor situation which no 
one prints. We may hold the view that these occurences were all to the 
good, or we may view it otherwise, but the picture given the general 
public was not truly representative of the reality.

ed. One fact that struck us was 
that almost all of the more- ser- 
iously endangered swimmers were 
rescued by" Coast Guardsmen. The 
majority, if not all, of the Coast 
Guardsmen were equipped with 
life belts, and reportorial testi- 
mony is to the fact that life 
guards or others persons without 
life belts who attempted to rescue 
endangered bathers were at a ser- 
ious disadvantage.

It would be a very simple 
expedient to equip each life guard 
with a whistle, similar to police- 
men's whistles. Then when a sit- 
uation arose beyond the power of 
one or two men to handle, the 
speedy summoning of other guards 
would be greatly facilitated and 
might mean the difference be- 
tween life and death. Of course 
many persons were warned not 
to go into the water, but regula- 
tions of that sort are almost im- 
possible to enforce. The vacation-

"The popular opinion seems to 
be that the body basically is a 
,perpetual motion affair, and that 
unless conscious disease symp- 
toms develop, complete unconcern 
in its functioning is entirely just- 
ified. Unquestionably, this unwar- 
ranted assumption annually takes 
a large toll in preventive disease 
and pre-mature death. 

"The point is that, especially at 
middle-age and beyond, certain 
deteriorating or sub-acute condi- 
tions carr insidiously develop that 
attack, and. if undiscovered in the 
incipient stages, can and very of- 
ten do accomplish a great deal 
of injury. And when a vital or- 
gan is hopelessly damaged it is 
«.uite impossible to obtain a sub- 
stitute for it. Nature has made no 
provision for spare parts. 

"Recently 700 employees of a 
certain factory were subjected to 
annual physical examinations in 
three successive years. The first 
examination brought o to light 
about 600 defects, almost one-half 
of which were corrected during 
the first year. The second investi- 
gation resulted in the discovery of 
300 new defects with more than 
sixty per cent eliminated during 
that year. Moreover, forty-five per 
cent of the first year's handicaps 
were removed. And at the third 
annual examination sixty-four per 
cent cf the total discovered phy- 
sical t elects had been remedied. 
It is safe tcrsay that a fair pro- 
portion of these conditions, if 
they had been left to run their 
course, would have been irremedi- 



able. 

"While no well persons should 
become worried over the possibili- 
ty of lurking tHweaw conditions, 
nevertheless it would appear that 
it is merely good business to give 
the human machine, by the way 
of the annual physical examina- 
tion, a chance to continue to do 
its work effectively.

4. To have the State assume a just proportion of the bonds represent ed by improved roads in the County, since the State has taken over the 
roads but not any part of the debts. 

5. Mr. Ewell is running on the same ticket with James H. Price for Governor and Senator Robert W. Dani el for Lieutenant Governor. If elect- 
ed to the House, Mr. Ewell will cooperate with Governor Price and Lieutenant Governor Daniel, and will in turn have their cooperation and assists 
ance.
